GENERAL 


1.01  This  is  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  (ICSSR)  cover¬ 
ing  the  period  April  1983  to  March  1984. 

COMPOSITION  OF  THE  ICSSR 

1 .0 2  The  I C S SR ,  an  autonomous  o rgan i z a t ion  es tab- 
11  shed  by  the  Government  of  India  in  1969,  is  composed  of 
twenty-six  members--a  Chairman,  eighteen  social  scien¬ 
tists,  six  representatives  of  the  Government  (all 
nominated  by  the  Government  of  India)  and  a  Member- 
Secretary  (appointed  by  the  ICSSR  with  the  prior  approval 
of  the  Government  of  India). 

1.03  The  composition  of  the  ICSSR  as  on  31  March 
1 934  is  given  in  Appendix  1 . 

1.04  Shri  G.  Parthasarathi  was  re-nominated  as 
Chairman  of  the  Council  for  a  further  term  of  three  years 
with  effect  from  21  July  1983. 

1.05  The  terms  of  the  following  members  came  to  an 
end  on  31  March  1984.  (1)  Professor  Bh.  Krishnamurthi 

(2)  Dr.  M.N.  Deshpande  (3)  Dr.  A.  K.  Sengupta  (4)

1  .06  The  Government  of  India  re-nominated  the 
following  members:  (1)  Professor  M.S.  Gore  (2)  Dr,  (Smt.) 
Madhuri  R.  Shah  (3)  Shri  K.V.  Ramanathan  and  (4)  Smt. 
Serla  Grewal  for  a  second  term  and  also  nominated  (1) 
Professor  Mrinal  Miri  (2)  Shri  M.  Narasimhan  (3)  Dr.  D.P. 
Pattanayak,  and  (4)  Professor  Pravin  Visaria,  as  members 
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for  a  three-year  term*

OFFICE  OF  THE  ICSSR 

1.08  The  office  of  the  ICSSR  which  had  been  located 
at  the  IIPA  Hostel  Building  since  1969  was  shifted  to  35 
Ferozeshah  Road  in  xApril  1983,  where  the  Social  Science 
Documentation  Centre  and  some  other  branches  were  already 
located.  Holdings  of  Inter  library  Resources  Centre  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Library  Hall  had  to  be  shifted  to  the 
Jawaharlal  Nehru  University  Library  Building  at  the  New 
Campus,  to  make  room  for  cabins  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Library  Hall,  This  has  led  to  very  heavy  congestion 
and  overcrowding  for  the  staff. 

ICSSR  AND  INTERNATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

1,09  The  ICSSR  was  re-elected  as  the  Secretary- 
General  of  the  Association  of  Asian  Social  Science 
Research  Council  (AASSREC)  for  a  further  two-year  term, 
1983-85,  at  the  Fifth  General  Conference  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  held  at  Sydney  (Australia)  in  December,  1983* 
Professor  D.D.  Narula  was  requested  to  take  this  res- 
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ponsibility  on  behalf  of  the  ICSSR. 

1.10  Professor  D.D.  Narula  was  elected  as  the 
President  of  the  International  Federation  of  Social 
Science  Organisations  (IFSSO)  for  a  two-year  term,  1983- 
85  at  the  Sixth  General  Conference  of  IFSSO  held  at 
Colombo,  Sri  Lanka  in  November  1983.  A  paper  on  the 
impact  of  Social  Science  Research  on  Public  Policy' 
prepared  by  Dr,  Sita  Radhakrishnan,  Director,  ICSSR  was 
circulated  among  the  participants  at  the  Conference.  The 
paper  was  appreciated  by  a  number  of  participants* 

ICSSR  SECRETARIAT 

1.11  In  February  1984  the  Council  appointed  a 
Committee  consisting  of  (1)  Professor  Moonis  Raza,  (2) 
Dr.  Bashiruddin  Ahmed,  (3)  Shri  J.  Veer aragha van,  (4) 
Shri  M.L*  Sobti  and  (5)  Professor  D.D,  Narula  to  look 
into  the  organization  of  work  and  promotional  avenues  for 
the  staff  in  the  ICSSR  Secretariat  of  the  Council,

RESEARCH  PROMOTION 

2,01  Promotion  of  research  is  the  most  important 
responsibility  of  the  Council.  This  is  being  pursued 
through  a  number  of  schemes  aimed  at  building  up  the 
infrastructure  for  research,  providing  maintenance  and 
development  grants  to  research  institutes,  financing  of 
research  projects,  awarding  research  fellowships,  provid¬ 
ing  grants  to  meet  research  expenditure,  assisting 
training  programmes,  commissioning  of  surveys  of  research 
in  social  sciences,  etc, 

SURVEY  OF  RESEARCH  IN  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

2,02  The  need  for  survey  of  research  in  various 
social  science  disciplines  was  felt  soon  after  the  found¬ 
ing  of  the  ICSSR  in  1969.  Since  the  principal  objective 
of  the  ICSSR  has  been  to  promote  and  fund  research  and 
thereby ,  facilitate  the  development  of  social  sclent  if  ic 
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theory,  refinement  of  methodology,  and  better  under¬ 
standing  and  solution  of  the  important  national  problems, 
it  was  felt  that  surveys  of  research  already  done  would 
help  the  Council  in  formulating  its  research  promotion 
policy  and  identifying  priority  areas  of  research*  The 
surveys  were  also  intended  to  help  in  the  teaching  of 
social  sciences*  The  scheme  was  launched  in  1970. 

First  Series 

2.03  Twenty- two  volumes  have  already  been  published 
under  the  first  series,  and  Volumes  IV  and  V  of  the 
Survey  in  Political  Science  are  in  the  press. 

2,04  In  addition  to  these,  a  survey  of  Research  in 
Physical  Geography  covering  the  period  1968-77,  was  taken 
up  jointly  with  the  Council  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research, and  a  volume  has  also  been  published. 

Second  and  Third  Series 

2.05  The  ICSSR  had  decided,  as  part  of  its  programme 
of  facilitating  research,  to  continue  this  scheme  of 
research  surveys  beyond  1969.  The  work  accomplished  till 
the  end  of  1983-84  is  given  in  the  following  paragraphs: 

Psychology 

2.06  Under  the  series,  the  volume  on  the  Second 
Survey  of  Research  in  Psychology  covering  the  period 
1971-76  has  already  been  published  in  two  parts  under  the 
editorship  of  Professor  Udai  Pareek. 

2.07  An  Advisory  Committee  of  distinguished  scholars 
with.  Professor  Janak  Pandey  as  Convener  and  Chief  Editor 
has  been  constituted  for  conducting  the  Third  Survey  of 
Research  in  Psychology  covering  the  period  1977  to  1982, 
The  Committee  has  already  identified  the  themes  to  be 
covered  in  the  volume  and  the  scholars  to  prepare  the 
papers  and  work  is  progressing  apace. 

Geography 

2,08  The  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Geography 
covering  1970-1972,  edited  by  Professor  Moonis  Raaa  had 
already  been  published.  The  Third  Survey  of  Research  in 
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Geography  for  the  period  1973-1975,  edited  by  Professor 
S,  Manzoor  Alara  was  published  during  the  year  under 
review. 

2.09  The  Fourth  Survey  of  Research  in  Geography  has 
been  commissioned  with  Professor  G.S.  Gosal  as  the  Chief 
Editor  of  the  volume.  The  Advisory  Committee  constituted 
for  the  purpose  has  identified  the  themes  and  scholars 
for  writing  the  trend  reports  for  the  volume  and  work  is 
in  progress. 

Sociology  and  Social  Anthropology 

2.10  The  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Sociology  and 
Social  Anthropology  was  commissioned  with  Professor  S.C. 
Dube  as  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee.  Professor 
J.V.  Ferreira  was  requested  to  be  the  Editor,  The  reports 
prepared  are  being  published  in  three  volumes. 

Public  Administration 

2.1 1  The  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Public  Adminis¬ 
tration  pertaining  to  the  period  1970-1977  was  commis¬ 
sioned  under  the  editorship  of  Professor  Kuldeep  Mathur. 
All  the  trend  papers  have  been  received  and  are  under 
revision  in  the  light  of  comments  of  the  consultants  and 
of  the  discussions  held  at  a  special  seminar  for  the 
purpose.  A  few  revised  research  reports  have  also  been 
received. 

Management 

2.12  The  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Management 
covering  the  period,  1970-1977  was  commissioned  under  the 
editorship  of  Professor  B.L.  Maheshwari.  Most  of  the 
draft  trend  papers  have  been  received. 

Political  Science 

2.13  An  Advisory  Committee  with  Professor  V.R.  Mehta 
as  the  Convener  and  Chief  Editor  was  constituted  for 
conducting  the  Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Political 
Science.  The  political  scientists  identified  by  the 
Committee  have  been  requested  to  prepare  the  reports  on 
the  selected  themes.  The  work  is  in  progress. 
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Economics 

2J4  An  advisory  committee  with  Professor  S.  Chakra- 
varty  as  the  Convener  was  constituted  for  conducting  the 
Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Economics.  The  economists 
identified  by  the  Committee  have  been  requested  to 
prepare  the  reports  on  the  themes  identified. 

Other  Research  Surveys 

2.15  An  Annotated  and  Classified  Bibliography  of 
Indian  Demography  compiled  by  Professor  P.B.  Desai  is  in 
the  press. 

2.16  The  report  of  the  Research  Survey  in  Crimino¬ 
logy  commissioned  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  D.P.  Jatar 
was  received. 

2.17  The  scheme  to  publish  a  volume  on  Survey  of 
Research  in  Indian  History  (Social  and  Economic)  is  in 
progress.  The  volume  comprising  six  trend  reports  -  three 
on  Social  History  of  India  and  the  other  three  on  Econo¬ 
mic  History  of  India  pertaining  to  three  periods, 
ancient,  medieval,  and  modem — is  in  the  press. 

RESEARCH  PROJECTS 

2.18  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  395  social 
science  research  proposals  were  under  consideration. 
During  the  year,  221  proposals  were  received.  Of  the 
total  616  research  proposals,  83  were  sanctioned,  92  were 
rejected  or  recorded  for  various  reasons  and  441  were 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A  list  of 
research  projects  sanctioned  is  furnished  in  Appendix  2. 

2.19  Seventy-One  reports  of  completed  research 
projects  were  received  during  the  year.  The  list  may  be 
seen  in  Appendix  3. 

2.20  The  total  number  of  projects  sanctioned  since 
the  establishment  of  the  ICSSR  is  1 ,441  of  which  36  were 
cancelled.  The  total  number  of  reports  of  completed 
projects  received  up  to  31  March  1984  is  921,  as  may  be 
seen  in  Table  2.1 :

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SPONSORED  PROGRAMME 

2.21  A  programme  of  research  on  the  'North-Eastern 
Region  of  India1  continued  during  the  year  1983-84,  A 
status  paper  on  the  research  works  available  on  the 
North-Eastern  Region  has  been  prepared  and  is  to  be 
discussed  in  a  seminar  to  be  held  in  April  1984.  The 
programme  of  research  on  Women’s  Studies  has  been  reacti¬ 
vated.  The  programme  of  research  on  Entrepreneurship  in 
India  which  was  already  approved  by  the  Council  was 
developed  further  and  a  note  on  ’Entrepreneurship'  has 
been  prepared.  This  was  discussed  at  a  workshop  and 
status  papers  on  research  in  the  area  have  been  commis¬ 
sioned, 

MAJOR  PROJECTS/PROGRAMMES 

2.22  Among  the  major  programmes/proj ects  which  have 
been  sanctioned  or  are  on-going  mention  may  be  made  of 
the  following:  Projects  (1)  ’Price  and  Distribution 
Controls  in  Indian  Economy’  by  V.K.  Chetty,  Indian 
Statistical  Institute,  New  Delhi,  (2)  ’  Study  of  Justice 
in  Indian  Tradition  in  Western  India’  by  M.P.  Rege, 
Institute  for  the  Study  of  Indian  Tradition,  Pune,  (3) 
’Regulatory  Administration  of  Private  Corporate  Sector  in 
India',  by  SX  Goyal,  Indian  Institute  of  Public  Admini¬ 
stration,  New  Delhi, 

RESEARCH  FEIUOWSHIPS 

2.23  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  32  proposals  for 
Senior/General  Fellowship  were  under  consideration. 
Seventy-three  proposals  were  received  during  the  year 
under  review.  Of  the  total  105  proposals  for  fellow¬ 
ships,  18  were  sanctioned,  16  were  rejected/recorded  or 
withdrawn  for  various  reasons  and  71  were  under  conside¬ 
ration  at  the  end  of  the  year  1983-84.

CONTINGENCY  GRANTS 

221  During  the  year  under  review,  Contingency  Grants 
have  been  sanctioned  to  59  research  scholars  making  a 
total  of  784  such  grants  since  the  inception  of  the 
scheme. 

STUDY  GRANTS 

2.28  Under  the  scheme  of  Study  Grants,  financial 
assistance  at  specified  rates  is  being  provided  to 
research  scholars  to  cover  the  cost  of  travel  and  study 
at  the  desired  place  for  consulting  library  materials 
which  are  not  available  near  their  places  of  research/ 
residence.  Grants  sanctioned  by  the  selected  Centres  of 
the  ICSSR  during  the  year  are  given  in  Table  2.4.

DOCUMENTATION 


3.01  The  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre  of  the 
ICSSR  continued  to  meet  the  information  requirements  of 
social  scientists  by  providing  services  like  literature 
searching,  referral  services,  documents  delivery  service 
and  by  promoting  and  coordinating  other  similar  biblio¬ 
graphical  and  documentation  services  in  social  sciences. 

PUBLICATIONS:  SSDC  RESEARCH  INFORMATION  SERIES 

3.02  The  following  publications  have  been  compiled  in 
the  SSDC  under  its  Research  Information  Series.  These 
mimeographed  publications  were  distributed  to  the  various 
social  science  research  institutes  and  libraries  through¬ 
out  India: 

(1)  Bibliography  of  Bibliographies  compiled  by  SSDC  with 
a  supplement;  The  SSDC  compiles  short  bibliographies 
on  demand  from  the  scholars.  A  bibliography  of 
these  bibliographies  containing  900  titles  of 
bibliographies  class! fed  under  appropriate  subject 
heads  has  been  prepared.  A  supplement  to  this 
bibliography  has  been  released  during  the  year,  (pp 
103+29). 

(2)  Bibliography  of  Bibliography  in  SSDC:  This  compila¬ 
tion  records  about  800  bibliographies  available  in 
the  SSDC  Library,  A  supplement  to  this  bibliography 
has  been  released  (pp  176+29). 

(3)  Periodicals  in  SSDC:  About  2,000  periodicals  are 
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being  received  in  the  SSDC  against  subscription, 
exchange,  and  as  gift.  This  is  a  selective  list  of 
about  1 ,500  journals  arranged  under  broad  subject 
headings  (121p). 

(4)  Recent  Indian  Books  in  Economics,  Education,  Politi¬ 

cal  Science,  and  Sociology:  To  provide  current 
awareness  about  the  latest  Indian  publications,  a 
list  of  documents  published  during  1983  (73p.)  was 

compiled. 

(5)  Reference  Sources  in  SSDC:  The  SSDC  since  its  incep¬ 
tion  has  endeavoured  to  build  a  rich  collection  of 
reference  sources  like  encyclopaedias,  directories, 
yearbooks,  handbooks,  gazetteers,  etc.  It  is  a 
classified  list  of  reference  sources  available  with 
the  SSDC  (136p.). 

(6)  Research  Project  Reports  with  SSDC:  Annotated 
Bibliography:  This  is  an  annotated  list  of  reports 
of  projects  funded  by  the  Council  and  available  in 
the  SSDC.  A  brief  annotation  to  each  item  indicates 
the  objective,  methodology,  and  the  findings  of  the 
research  (131  p.). 

(7)  Social  Science  Institutions  and  Organizations  in 
India:  This  publication  lists  about  756  social 
science  research  institutions  and  professional 
organizations  in  India  (61  p.). 

(8)  Social  Science  Research  Methodology:  A  Bibliography: 
SSDC  has  a  special  collection  of  classified  biblio¬ 
graphy  on  social  science  research  methodology 
(93p.). 

(9)  Doctoral  Theses  with  SSDC:  An  author  index  is 
provided  to  the  theses  procured  by  the  SSDC  under 
its  programme  of  acquisition  of  doctoral  theses 
(221  p.). 

(10)  Union  Catalogue  of  Newspapers:  Delhi  Libraries; 
This  publication  records  holdings  of  252  Indian  and 
foreign  newspapers  available  in  hardcopy/microfilm 
form  in  36  libraries  and  newspaper  offices  in  Delhi 
(381  p.). 
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BIBLIOGRAPHIES  ON  REQUEST 

3.03  One  hundred  and  ninety-two  bibliographies  were 
prepared  for  the  scholars  on  demand  at  a  nominal  charge 
of  Rs.  5  per  bibliography  containing  the  100  items  or 
part  thereof.  Photo-copies  of  bibliographies  available 
in  the  SSDC  collection  were  also  supplied  to  the  scholars 
on  demand* 

INDEXING  OF  JOURNALS:  RETROSPECTIVE  INDEX 

3.04  Under  the  combined  retrospective  index  of  250 
Indian  social  science  journals,  indexing  work  of  45 
journals  was  completed*  The  work  of  the  remaining 
journals  is  in  progress.  Besides  this,  indexing  of  a  few 
ICSSR  journals  has  also  been  undertaken.  List  of  these 
journals  is  given  in  Appendix  5. 

AREA  STUDY  BIBLIOGRAPHIES  OF  INDIAN  STATES/UNION 
TERRITORIES 

3.05  The  work  of  compilation  of  Area  StudiesBiblio- 
graphies  was  started  in  1979.  In  this  work,  bibliogra¬ 
phies  of  teaching  and  research  material  on  Indian  states 
and  union  territories  available  in  English  language  and 
other  regional  languages,  is  to  be  compiled.  Up  to  now, 
the  compilation  work  with  respect  to  the  States  of 
Andaman  and  Nicobar  Islands,  Goa,  Daman  and  Diu;  Bihar; 
Madhya  Pradesh,  Punjab,  Haryana,  Himachal  Pradesh, 
Rajasthan,  and  Tamil  Nadu  has  been  completed.  The  work 
with  respect  to  the  states  of  Andhra  Pradesh,  Gujarat, 
Karnataka,  Kerala,  Maharashtra,  North-Eastern  Region, 
Orissa,  Uttar  Pradesh,  West  Bengal,  and  Union  Territory 
of  Delhi,  is  in  progress. 

LANGUAGE  BIBLIOGRAPHIES 

3.06  The  compilation  of  language  bibliographies  of 
social  science  research  and  teaching  materials  in 
Gujarati,  Hindi,  Kannada,  and  Oriya  is  in  progress. 

ACQUISITION 

3.07  The  Centre  acquired  118  research  reports  of 
studies  funded  by  the  ICSSR  and  other  funding  agencies. 
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and  1 72  doctoral  theses*  About  95  working  papers  were 
added  to  the  collection  of  the  Centre.  About  1  ,800 
journals  were  acquired  against  subscript  ion/ exchange/ 
gift.  Out  of  these  210  journals  were  subscribed  to  under 
the  ICSSR  programme  for  the  development  of  the  Indian 
Council  of  World  Affairs  Library- 

3.08  About  550  Editors  of  journals /institutions  were 
approached  for  exchange  of  publications.  Out  of  these, 
100  agreed  to  exchange  their  publications  with  various 
ICSSR  publications.  1 ,500  back  issues  of  journals  were 
received  gratis  from  the  American  Centre,  Trade  Authority 
of  India,  and  Ministry  of  Finance  Libraries  for  deposit¬ 
ing  in  the  Inter-Library  Resources  Centre. 

3.09  Duplicate  copies  of  various  books  and  journals 
available  in  the  Centre  were  distributed  among  ICSSR 
Regional  Centres  and  Social  Science  Research  Institutes 
in  the  country.  Part  of  the  holdings  of  the  ILRC  have 
been  shifted  to  the  ground  floor  of  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University  Library. 

MICROFILM/MICROFICHE  COLLECTION 

3.10  Copies  of  a  few  doctoral  theses  and  various 
back  files  of  social  science  periodicals  which  were  not 
available  in  hard  copies  were  added  to  the  microfilm/ 
microfiche  collection  of  the  Centre. 

DOCUMENTS  DELIVERY  SERVICE 

3.1 1  Nearly  1 ,000  publications  were  procured  through 
inter-library  loan  and  other  methods  from  various  co¬ 
operating  libraries  and  other  institutions  throughout 
India  for  the  use  of  social  scientists.  Photocopies  from 
various  documents  were  supplied  to  the  scholars. 

REPROGRAPHIC  AND  DUPLICATING  SERVICE 

3.12  To  meet  the  heavy  demand  of  this  service  from 
scholars  throughout  India,  a  Japanese  plain  paper  copier 
was  acquired.  About  53,000  exposures  from  different 
documents  were  provided  by  way  of  photocopying  to  the 
scholars. 
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INTER-LIBRARY  RESOURCES  CENTRE  (IIRC/EEADING  ROOM) 

3.13  The  Reading  Room  was  kept  open  on  all  days  of 
the  year  except  on  the  national  holidays,  from  9.30  a.m, 
to  5,30  p.nu  About  8,221  scholars  made  use  of  the 
research  materials  available  in  the  Centre. 

CONSULTANCY  SERVICE 

3.14  The  Documentation  Centre  continued  to  provide 
professional  guidance  to  individuals  and  institutions 
engaged  in  social  science  documentation  activities. 
Consultancy  service  was  provided  to  the  Indian  Council 
for  Research  on  International  Economic  Relations,  New 
Delhi. 

INTERNATIONAL  COLLABORATION 

3.15  As  Indian  Correspondent  for  BIBE  (International 
Bulletin  of  Bibliographies  on  Education),  the  SSDC 
provided  bibliographical  details  of  Indian  books  publish¬ 
ed  in  1983-84  along  with  photocopies  of  their  content 
pages. 

2.16  As  Indian  correspondent  of  International  Commit¬ 
tee  for  Social  Science  Information  and  Documentation 
(ICSSID),  the  SSDC  provided  bibliographical  details  of 
Indian  books  on  Anthropology,  Political  Science,  Econo¬ 
mics,  and  Sociology  for  incorporation  in  the  respective 
volumes  of  International  Bibliography  of  Social  Sciences, 

3.17  Under  contract  with  the  UNESCO  Social  Science 
Documentation  Centre,  Paris,  information  for  the  UNESCO 
DARE  data  base  from  India  was  also  updated. 

3.1 8 Foreign  dignitaries  connected  with  inter¬ 
national  organizations  like  the  UNESCO  and  with  research 
institutes  from  other  countries  visited  this  Centre  to 
explore  the  possibilities  of  mutual  cooperation, 

GRANTS-1N-AID 

3.1  9  The  Council  provided  grants-in-aid  amounting 
to  Rs.  1,16,000  for  15  bibliographical  and  documentation 
projects  to  different  scholars.  It  also  provided  a  grant 
of  Rs.  1  ,20,000  to  the  library  of  the  Indian  Council  of 
World  Affairs,  besides  subscribing  to  journals  for  it  to 
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the  extent  of  Rs.  80,000  (details  may  be  seen  in  Appendix 

6).

ICSSR  NEWSLETTER 

4.01  The  Council  continued  to  publish  the  half- 
yearly  ICSSR  Newsletter  which  gives  an  account  of  the 
Council’s  major  programmes  and  activities.  Efforts  to 
enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Newsletter  to  include  essential 
research  information  from  other  research  institutes/ 
organizations  were  continued.  During  the  year  under 
review  Vol.  XIII  No.  2  and  XIV  No.  1  were  published. 

JOURNALS  OF  ABSTRACTS  AND  REVIEWS 

4.02  The  Council’s  Programme  of  publication  of 
journals  covering  a  wide  field  of  social  sciences  conti¬ 
nued  during  the  year.  Together,  these  journals  are 
intended  to  build  up  the  infrastructure  for  research  in 
social  sciences  by  providing  abstracts  and  reviews  of 
major  research  findings, 

4.03  The  ’ICSSR  Research  Abstracts  Quarterly* 
published  directly  by  the  ICSSR,  contains  abstracts  of 
mostly  reports  of  research  projects  and  fellowships 
financed  by  the  ICSSR.  During  the  year  Vol.  IX  No.  3-4, 
Vol,  X  No.  1-2,  Vol.  X  No.  3-4,  and  Vol  XI  No.  1-2  were 
published, 

4.04  The  'Indian  Dissertation  Abstracts’,  a  quarterly 
journal  which  publishes  synopses  of  doctoral  disserta¬ 
tions  in  social  sciences  approved  by  the  Indian  Universi¬ 
ties,  was  continued.  During  the  year  Vol.  IX  3-4  and  Vol, 
X  No,  1-2  were  published. 

4.05  The  ICSSR  continued  to  publish  (or  assist  pub¬ 
lication  of)  journals  of  abstracts  of  research  papers  and 
reviews  of  important  books  published  in  different  social 
science  disciplines.  The  following  publications  brought 
out  during  the  year  are  shown  in  Table  4.1 .

GRANTS  FOR  ABSTRACTS 

4.06  A  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000  was  given  to  the 
NCERT,  New  Delhi  for  inclusion  of  abstracts  and  reviews 
in  the  field  of  Education  in  their  Journal,  the  'Indian 
Educational  Review', 

4,07  A  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  12,000  was  given  to  the 
Indian  Institute  of  Management,  Ahmedabad,  for  inclusion 
of  abstracts  and  reviews  in  the  field  of  Management  in 
their  journal  'Vikalpa'. 

4.08  A  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  24,000  was  also  sanctioned 
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to  the  Delhi  School  of  Social  Work  Society,  Delhi,  for 
the  continuation  of  their  Journal  'Development  and 
Welfare1 . 

PRICED  PUBLICATIONS 

4.09  The  following  priced  publications  were  brought 
out  during  the  year; 

(1)  'Social  Information  of  India:  Trends  and  Structure', 

(2)  'Soviet  Studies  in  Social  Sciences'  edited  by  Zafar 
Imam. 

(3)  'Secularization  in  Multi-Religious  Societies', 
edited  by  S.C.  Dube  and  V.N.  Basilov. 

(4)  'A  Survey  of  Research  in  Georgraphy,  1972-75’. 

DISTRIBUTION,  EXCHANGE,  AND  SALES 

4.10  The  sale  of  Government  of  India  publications 
which  was  suspended  for  sometime  was  revived  during  the 
year. 

4.11  Arrangement  for  exchange  of  advertisements  was 
established  with  30  organizations /editors  of  the  journals 
in  addition  to  the  existing  arrangements, 

4.12  For  promoting  sales,  the  sales  section  of  the 
Council  participated  in  the  XXIV  All  India  Library  Confe¬ 
rence,  Mysore,  1983  and  in  the  6th  World  Book  Fair  at  New 
Delhi,  1984. 

4.13  The  ICSSR  continued  to  supply  free  of  cost  its 
own  publications  and  those  provided  publication  subsidy 
to  the  Regional  Centres  and  the  social  science  research 
institutes  supported  by  it,  as  given  in  the  Appendix  7. 

4.14  The  Council  received  during  the  year  a  payment 
of  royalty  of  Rs.  31 ,749.95  from  various  publishers.  The 
sale  of  Council's  publications  amounted  to  Rs.  38,512.66 
during  the  year. 

REVIVAL  OF  PUBLICATION  GRANTS  SCHEME 

4.15  The  Publication  Grants  Scheme,  which  was  dis¬ 
continued  earlier  by  the  Council,  was  revived  in  a  modi¬ 
fied  form.  Under  the  modified  scheme  the  following 
categories  of  studies  may  be  considered  for  financial

assistance,  if  these  are  adjudged  to  be  of  high  quality: 
(a)  Doctoral  theses  approved  by  Indian  Universities, 
doctoral  theses  of  Indian  citizens  approved  by  any 
university  having  a  bearing  on  India;  doctoral  theses  on 
any  Indian  theme  written  by  any  person  or  persons  and 
approved  by  a  university;  (b)  Research  reports  financed 
by  the  ICSSR;  (c)  Research  works  not  financed  by  the 
ICSSR;  (d)  Collection  of  papers  emanating  from  seminars/ 
conferences /workshops;  and  (e)  Reference  works  like 
encyclopaedia,  bibliographical  and  documentation  work. 
The  ICSSR  may  also  suggest  to  a  doctoral  scholar  to  get 
his/her  thesis  published  in  an  abridged  form. 

4.16  Under  the  scheme  two  dissertations  and  nine 
research  reports  were  awarded  publication  grants.  The 
list  is  furnished  in  Appendix  8,

DATA  ARCHIVES 


DATA  REPOSITORY 

5.01  The  Data  Archives  is  trying  to  build  a  reposi¬ 
tory  of  primary  data,  generated  primarily  by  the  ICSSR- 
funded  projects,  with  a  view  to  making  them  available  to 
interested  scholars  for  secondary  analysis.  The  acquired 
data  sets  are  organized  on  computer  tapes  to  facilitate 
their  retrieval  and  analysis.  Besides,  efforts  are  made 
to  standardize  supporting  documentation  required  by 
secondary  analysts. 

5.02  After  the  completion  of  the  projects,  efforts 
are  made  to  acquire  data  of  all  those  research  studies 
which  have  re-use  potential,  have  complete  documentation 
and  are  available  in  machine-readable  form.  In  a  multi¬ 
lingual  country  like  ours,  it  is  not  feasible  for  the 
Data  Archives  to  acquire  data  on  filled- in  schedules/ 
questionnaires  and  then  transcribe  them  in  machine-read¬ 
able  form.  The  decision  to  acquire  particular  data 
depends  on  relevant  information  about  the  nature  of  data, 
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mode  of  data  storage,  etc.,  which  is  collected  from 
project  directors  in  a  data  inventory  proforma. 

ACQUISITION 

5.03  During  the  year,  about  70  project  directors 
were  requested  to  furnish  relevant  information  about  the 
nature  of  data.  Taking  all  aspects  into  account,  finally 
seven  data  sets  generated  out  of  ICSSR  funded  projects 
could  be  acquired.  In  addition,  14  data  sets  generated 
through  various  surveys  conducted  by  the  Indian  Institute 
of  Public  Opinion,  New  Delhi,  were  acquired.  The  list  of 
data  sets  acquired  during  the  year  may  be  seen  in* 
Appendix  9. 

GUIDANCE  AND  CONSULTANCY  SERVICES  IN  DATA  PROCESSING 

5.04  This  scheme  is  aimed  at  providing  assistaice  to 
social  science  researchers  in  handling  their  data  proces¬ 
sing  problems  especially  with  the  help  of  computers. 
Scholars  receive  assistance  in  the  framing  of  research 
tools,  sampling  designs,  designing  of  code-books  neces¬ 
sary  for  transcribing  data  in  machine-readable  form, 
selection  of  appropriate  statistical  techniques  for 
analysing  given  data,  and  computer  programming.  To 
enable  scholars  to  avail  of  these  facilities  nearer  their 
normal  place  of  work,  eight  other  research  institutions 
in  different  parts  of  the  country  are  also  providing  such 
facilities  on  behalf  of  the  ICSSR.  During  the  year,  48 
scholars  availed  of  these  facilities  through  various 
centres.  The  list  of  scholars  who  availed  of  these 
facilities  may  be  seen  in  Appendix  10. 

INVENTORY  OF  DATA  HOLDINGS 

5.05  One  of  the  important  functions  of  the  Data 
Archives  is  to  help  scholars  in  knowing  what  kind  of  data 
are  available,  where,  and  in  what  form.  In  order  to 
provide  such  data  referral  service,  the  Data  Archives  had 
undertaken  an  inventory  of  data  available  with  various 
research  institutions  in  the  country  in  1982.  As  a 
result  of  this  effort,  information  was  received  from  26 
research  institutions  on  500  research  studies.  Most  of 
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the  collected  information  has  been  edited  and  organized. 
Collection  of  relevant  information  from  those  institu¬ 
tions  which  did  not  respond  earlier,  was  continued  during 
the  year.  Information  on  90  studies  was  collected  during 
the  year  tinder  review. 

NATIONAL  REGISTER  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENTISTS  IN  INDIA 

5.06  The  first  issue  of  the  National  Register  of 
Social  Scientists  in  India  containing  comprehensive 
information  on  more  than  7,500  social  scientists  engaged 
in  teaching  and/or  research  has  been  published  in  January 
1983.  Considering  the  usefulness  of  the  National 
Register,  the  Council  has  taken  a  decision  of  updating 
this  information  and  to  bring  out  the  publication 
periodically. 

5.07  With  a  view  to  improving  the  usefulness  of  the 
National  Register  a  number  of  steps  are  being  taken  for 
its  updating.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  revise  the 
proforma  to  be  used  for  information  collection.  Collec¬ 
tion  of  information  will  begin  once  the  proforma  is 
finalized.  The  next  issue  of  the  National  Register  would 
include  only  active  researchers  who  have  had  a  sustained 
record  of  publications.  In  view  of  this  criterion-,  steps 
have  been  Initiated  to  prepare  a  mailing  list.  During 
the  year,  over  300  social  scientists  have  been  added  to 
the  mailing  list. 

COMPUTER  FACILITIES 

5.08  The  Computer  facilities  of  the  Data  Archives 
are  a  part  of  the  computer  network  of  the  National  Infor¬ 
matics  Centre  (NIC).  It  has  an  inhouse  LSI  4/90  mini 
computer  and  is  linked  by  an  interactive  CRT  computer 
terminal  with  the  NIC  computer  Cyber  720.  The  computing 
facilities  are  primarily  meant  for  the  use  of  the  Data 
Archives.  However,  the  spare  capacity  is  made  available 
to  the  1CSSR  supported  institutions,  project  directors, 
fellows  of  the  ICSSR,  and  other  researchers  on  payment  in 
order  of  priority.  During  the  year  165  hours  of  computer 
time  was  used  on  the  LSI  4/90  system.^  In  addition, 
approximately  1,28,000  data  records,  were  punched  and 
verified  during  the  year.

6,01  The  ICSSR  and  the  Institute  of  State  and  Law, 
Moscow,  jointly  organized  a  symposium  on  the  ’Nature  of 
State  and  Its  Structure  in  Developing  Countries',  at  the 
Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Madras,  from  6 
to  10  April  1983,  Seven  Soviet  and  seven  Indian  Scholars 
participated  in  this  symposium.  The  Soviet  delegates

6.03  Professor  G.G.  Kotovsky,  Dy-Co-Chairman,  of  the 
Joint  Commission  visited  India  from  16  August  to  5 
September  1983  as  the  guest  of  the  Council. 

6.04  Three  other  Soviet  Scholars  namely,  Professor 
E.N.  Komarov,  Professor  A.E.  Granovsky,  and  Professor 
(Mine)  G.V.  Sdasiuk,  who  visited  India  to  attend  a  seminar 
at  Kottayam  were  guests  of  the  Council  for  their  5-day 
stay  in  Delhi. 

INDIA- CHINA  PROGRAMME 

6.05  A  high  level  14-member  delegation  of  the  Chinese 
Academy  of  Social  Sciences  (CASS)  led  by  Professor  Ma 
Hong,  President,  Chinese  Academy  of  Social  Sciences, 
visited  India  from  6  to  20  January  1984.  The  delegation 
consisted  of  eminent  economists,  sociologists  and  histo¬ 
rians.  They  participated  in  a  number  of  discussions  and 
seminars  at  the  Institute  of  Economic  Growth,  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Commission,  Oil  Coordination  Committee,  Jawaharlal 
Nehru  University,  and  the  University  of  Delhi.  Following 
the  discussions  with  the  delegation,  the  ICSSR  and  the 
CASS  have  agreed  to  hold  a  seminar  jointly  in  India  on 
'Comparative  Economic  Development  in  the  Two  Countries' 
in  late  1984  or  early  1985. 

6.06  The  Chinese  delegation  visited  Maharashtra, 
Tamil  Nadu,  and  West  Bengal  as  guests  of  the  respective 
state  governments. 

6.07  Professor  Sun-Pei-Jun  and  Mr.  Jiao  Fujan,  two 
of  the  members  of  the  delegation  extended  their  stay  in 
India  by  two  months  as  the  guests  of  the  Council  to  study 
important  socio-economic  developments  in  India. 

INDO- CZECH  CULTURAL  EXCHANGE  PROGRAM 

6.08  Professor  Moonis  Raza,  Director,  National 
Institute  of  Educational  Planning  and  Administration,  New 
Delhi,  visited  Czechoslovakia  from  22  may  to  6  June  1983 
for  delivering  lectures  and  also  to  explore  possibilities 
for  holding  a  seminar  on  'Regional  Planning'  in  India. 
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INDO-DUTCH  PROGRAMME  ON  ALTERNATIVES  IN  DEVELOPMENT 
(IDPAD) 

6,09  The  Sixth  Meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Indo-Dutch  Programme  on  Alternatives  in  Development 
(IDPAD)  was  held  from  18  to  20  April  1983  in  Delhi,  It 
reviewed  the  progress  of  the  13  Indian  and  five  Dutch 
projects  which  were  initiated  in  Phase  ,1* 

6.10  The  Committee  also  adopted  a  tentative  budget 
for  .the  second  phase  of  IDPAD  for  three  years  (1983-86), 

6.11  Under  the  programme,  a  seminar  on  ’The  Welfare 
State  in  Europe:  Origins,  Constraints  and  Recent  Trends', 
was  held  in  The  Hague,  Netherlands  from  13  to  15  June 
1983.  Forty-three  participants  from  various  countries 
participated  in  the  seminar.  The  Indian  participants  for 
this  seminar  consisted  of  Professor  Andre  Beteille, 
University  of  Delhi,  Professor  B.C.  Parekh,  Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor,  M.S.  University,  Baroda;  Professor  Parthasarathy 
Gupta,  Department  of  History,  University  of  Delhi  and  Dr. 
(Smt.)  S,  R&dhakrishnan,  Director  (Research),  IC5SR.  Dr. 
(Smt.)  R.  Barman  Chandra,  Director  (Research),  ICSSR, 
Secretary  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  IDPAD  also  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  seminar. 

6.12  A  seminar  on  ’Women’s  Studies’  was  held  at  New 
Delhi  on  17  and  18  August  1983  for  finalizing  the  draft 
reports  of  the  projects  on  Women’s  Studies  carried  out  in 
phase  I  of  IDPAD,  In  addition  to  the  Indian  partici¬ 
pants,  Drs.  I. S, A.  Baud,  Drs.  Ets  Postel  Caster  and  Drs* 
Mrs.  Loes  Schenk  from  the  Dutch  side  also  participated  in 
the  seminar. 

6.13  Similarly,  two  seminars  were  held  to  discuss  the 
draft  reports  of  the  projects  on  'Multinational  Corpora¬ 
tions'  and  the  'Small  Scale  Industries  in  India'.  These 
seminars  were  attended  by  the  respective  project  direc¬ 
tors  and  experts  in  the  field. 

6.14  The  seventh  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
this  programme  was  held  in  The  Hague  on  3  and  4  November 
1983  which  reviewed  the  various  activities  implemented 
and  also  approved  Part  I  of  the  Work  Plan  for  Phase  II  of 
IDPAD  including  the  Evaluation  Report  of  Phase  I, 

6.15  Part  I  of  the  Work  Plan  for  Phase  II  includes 
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11  research  projects  (five  each  on  the  'New  International 
Economic  Order',  and  ’Rural  Transformation  in  Asia'  and 
one  project  on  ’European  Society’)*  These  projects  were 
under  consideration  by  the  Government  of  India  for 
clearance. 

INDO-FRENCH  CULTURAL  EXCHANGE  PROGRAMME 

6.16  The  following  Indian  scholars  visited  France 
under  the  Programme: 

(1)  Professor  Amiya  Bagchi,  Centre  for  Studies  in  Social 
Sciences,  Calcutta,  visited  France  in  April  1983 
for  a  period  of  five  months  in  connection  with  the 
research  work  on  'The  Place  of  India  (and  particu¬ 
larly  Indian  Industries)  in  the  Emerging  World 
Economy  of  the  1980's  and  the  Role  of  Public  Sector 
Industry  in  Promoting  Self-reliance  or  Integration 
with  the  World  Economy'. 

(2)  Dr.  Iqtidar  Alam  Khan,  Reader,  Department  of 
History,  Aligarh  Muslim  University,  Aligarh,  visited 
France  in  June  1  983  for  a  period  of  six  weeks  in 
connection  with  his  research  on  'The  History  of  the 
Fire  Arms'.

6.17  Professor  Barnard  Bobe,  Director,  Research, 
Ministry  of  Planification,  Government  of  France,  visited 
India  from  18  March  to  1  April  1984  to  have  discussions 
on  'Aspects  of  Industrial  and  Commercial  Planning*  with 
Indian  experts.  During  his  stay  in  Bombay,  Professor 
Bobe  visited  the  Reserve  Bank  of  India,  The  Tata  Economic 
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Consultant ,  and  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industry, 
Professor  Bobe  established  contacts  with  officials 
responsible  for  economic  policy  at  the  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  during  his  stay  in  Delhi. 

6.18  A  four-member  French  delegation,  consisting  of 
Mrs,  Paule  Gantot,  Mr.  Robert  Fraisse,  Mr.  Brune  Jobert 
and  Mr,  Christian  Comeliau  visited  India  from  18  March  to 
9  Apri  l  1984.  During  their  stay  in  Delhi,  the  scholars 
had  discussions  with  Indian  experts  at  the  following 
centres:  The  Planning  Commission,  Centre  for  the  Study 
of  Developing  Societies,  Institute  of  Economic  Growth, 
Centre  for  Economic  Studies  and  Planning,  Jawaharlal 
Nehru  University,  and  the  Centre  for  Policy  Research. 

6.19  The  scholars  also  participated  along  with  other 
French  scholars  in  a  seminar  on  Multi-level  Planning, 
held  in  collaboration  with  the  Centre  for  Development 
Research,  Hyderabad,  from  28  to  30  March  1984.  The 
seminar  was  funded  by  the  Planning  Commission. 

6.20  The  scholars  also  visited  academic  centres  at 
Ahmedabad,  Bombay,  Calcutta,  Madras,  and  Trivandrum. 

1ND0- SWEDISH  PROGRAMME 

6.21  The  ICSSR  has  initiated  a  collaborative 
programme  with  the  Swedish  Agency  for  Research  Co-opera¬ 
tion  with  Developing  Countries  (SAREC).  The  Council 
sponsored  the  visit  of  Shri,  B.B.  Vohra,  former  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Environment,  who  has  done  important 
work  in  the  field  of  Ecology  and  Society  to  Sweden  for 
one  week  in  October  1983,  after  discussions  with  the 
SAREC. 

6.22  Professor  Jan  Lundqvist,  Department  of  Water  in 
Environment  and  Society,  Linkoping  University  and  Profes¬ 
sor  Bjorn  Hettne,  Department  of  Peace  and  Conflict 
Research,  University  of  Gotenburg  visited  India  during 
the  month  of  November  1983  to  discuss  the  possible  areas 
of  collaboration  with  various  scholars  in  India.  They 
visited  Jaipur,  Bangalore,  Trivandrum,  and  Hyderabad. 
The  Council  provided  them  local  hospitality  and  internal 
travel  in  India. 

6.23  Following  discussions  with  these  two  scholars,

the  ICSSR  and  the  SAREC  agreed  to  hold  a  joint  symposium 
in  India  in  early  November  1984.  The  symposium  will 
specifically  deal  with  the  following  themes:  (1)  Resource 
Management  with  special  reference  to  land,  forests  and 
water;  (2)  Process  of  industrialization  and  technologi¬ 
cal  alternatives;  (3)  The  relationship  between  peace  and 
conflict,  on  the  one  hand,  and  different  patterns  of 
development  on  the  other. 

6.24  A  core  group  consisting  of  three  scholars  from 
each  side  is  scheduled  to  meet  in  May  1984  to  finalize 
the  plan  for  the  joint  symposium. 

ECONOMIC  AND  90CIAL  RESEARCH  COUNCIL  (ESRC,  UK) 

6.25  As  an  initial  effort  to  develop  institutional 
relationship  between  the  ICSSR  and  the  ESRC  (UK)  a  joint 
workshop  on  Science  Policy’  was  held  from  25  to  29  April 
1 983  at  Manchester,  UK.  Professor  B.M.  Udgaonkar  of  the 
Indian  delegation  was  the  Convener.  The  participants

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RESEARCH  INSTITUTES 


THE  INSTITUTES 

7.01  The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
provides  maintenance  and  development  grants  to  1 7 
research  institutes  of  all-India  character  and  importance 
engaged  in  research  in  the  field  of  social  sciences.  The 
grant-in-aid  to  these  institutes  is  provided  with  a  view 
to  improving  the  quality  of  research  and  promoting  inter¬ 
disciplinary  research  which  is  essential  to  studies, on 
development  and  planning.  The  Council  considers  that  the 
research  programmes  of  the  various  research  institutes 
constitute  an.  important  mechanism  for  implementing  its 
policy  of  dispersal  of  research  talent  and  building  up  of 
research  capabilities  in  the  different  regions  of  the 
country,  particularly  in  the  areas  where  social  science 
research  is  not  yet  well  developed.  The  research  insti¬ 
tutes  have  established  close  links  with  the  scholars  in 
the  region  as  well  as  elsewhere  through  their  involvement 
in  the  research  activities,  seminars,  workshops  and 
training  and  consultancy  programmes.  Some  of  the  insti¬ 
tutes  are  closely  associated  with  national  and  state 
level  planning  and  development  agencies  and  have  thereby 
been  strengthening  the  links  between  research  and  policy 
making. 

7.02  Each  of  the  institutes  identifies  its  own  direc¬ 
tion  of  research  studies  keeping  in  view  the  evolving 
concerns  of  research  in  the  field  of  social  sciences  and 
contemporary  issues  of  social  relevance.  Research  has 
been  primarily  problem-oriented  and  quantitative  in 
nature.  Problems  relating  to  various  aspects  of  develop¬ 
ment  and  planning  have  provided  the  main  orientation  to 
the  growing  volume  of  completed  and  on-going  research 
work.  The  studies  include  a  wide  spectrum  of  subjects 
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related  to  agricultural  and  rural  development,  industrial 
structure  and  growth,  income  distribution  and  poverty, 
employment  and  wages,  inter-regional  differences  in 
levels  of  development,  education,  health,  nutrition, 
problems  of  weaker  sections  of  society  including  women, 
energy,  technology,  ecology  and  environment  and  social, 
cultural,  and  institutional  aspects  of  development.  They 
also  encompass  issues  relating  to  consequences  and  impli¬ 
cations  of  development  processes,  social  change,  social 
tensions,  and  the  process  of  nation  building.  The  studies 
have  generated  substantial  empirical  knowledge  of  the 
structure  of  the  Indian  economy  and  society  and  its 
dynamics*  Besides  national  level  studies,  there  has  been 
a  growing  trend  towards  undertaking  research  at  the  dis- 
aggregated  regional,  group,  and  community  levels  within 
the  framework  of  macro- level  perspective  with  a  view  to 
assisting  the  formulation  of  strategies  and  programmes 
for  promoting  development  in  the  regions  in  which  the 
institutes  are  located, 

7,03  In  the  context  of  problem-oriented  research, 
there  has  been  increasing  recognition  of  the  need  of 
understanding  a  particular  problem  in  a  wider  context  and 
frame  of  social  analysis.  This  has  led  to  a  growing 
appreciation  of  interdisciplinary  approach  in  research. 
Further,  field-work  based  studies  are  acquiring  greater 
importance  as  the  need  for  reliable  primary  data  is  being 
felt.  Moreover,  greater  emphasis  is  being  laid  on  the 
understanding  of  the  inner  dynamics  of  the  emerging 
economy  and  society,  and  its  content  and  direction  and 
raising  the  theoretical  and  technical  level  of  the 
research  work, 

7,04  Table  7.1  gives  at  a  glance  the  quantitative 
picture  of  the  research  and  training  conducted  at  each  of 
the  17  research  institutes  receiving  ICSSR  maintenance 
and  development  support.  One  hundred  and  sixty-one 
research  studies  were  completed  in  these  institutes 
during  the  year  under  report.  The  Institute  of  Economic 
Growth,  Delhi,  alone  contributed  67  (41.6  per  cent),  and 
the  Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Change,  Bangalore, 
22  (13.7  per  cent).  The  total  number  of  on-going  studies 
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at  the  institutes  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  258,  of 
which  the  Institute  of  Economic  Growth  and  the  Institute 
of  Social  and  Economic  Change,  accounted  for  38  and  39 
studies  (14,7  per  cent  and  15.1  per  cent)  respectively* 
Completion  and  progress  of  research  studies  were  related 
to  the  strength  of  the  faculty  and  its  quality,  and  the 
nature  of  the  research  studies.  It  was  noted  that  the 
Institute  of  Economic  and  Social  Change,  Bangalore,  and 
the  Institute  of  Economic  Growth,  Delhi,  were  the  two 
largest  institutes  with  faculty  strength  of  41  and  31 
respectively  in  1983-84*  Besides  the  regular  faculty 
strength,  the  strength  of  the  project  staff-  also 
accounted  for  research  output. 

7,05  Research  institutes  are  expected  to  disseminate 
their  research  studies,  research  papers,  etc.,  in  the 
form  of  published  or  mimeographed  books,  monographs  and 
working/occasional  papers,  etc.  During  the  year,  the 
number  of  books  ,  and  monographs  published  or  circulated  in 
mimeo  was  154  and  those  of  working  and  occasional  papers 
351.  Another  10  studies  resulting  from  consultancy  work 
of  two  institutes  were  also  published  or  circulated  in 
mimeo  form.  The  Institute  of  Economic  Growth  alone  dis¬ 
seminated  47  books  (30,5  per  cent),  research  reports  and 
monographs  and  20  working  papers.  The  Indian  Institute 
of  Education,  Pune,  disseminated  31  (20,1  per  cent) 
booklets  and  research  reports;  of  these  28  booklets  were 
for  Extension  Workers;  and  on  'teacher  development'.  The 
Givi  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Lucknow,  contri¬ 
buted  17  books,  reports  and  monographs.  The  distribution 
of  working/occasional/research  papers  circulated  in 
mimeo/published  form  is  less  skewed,  with  the  Centre  for 
the  Study  of  Developing  Societies  and  the  Institute  of 
Social  and  Economic  Change,  Bangalore,  contributing  61 
(17.4  per  cent)  each.  The  Centre  of  Development  Studies, 
Trivandrum,  and  the  Centre  for  Social  Studies,  Surat, 
each  contributed  48  such  papers.  The  Gandhian  Institute 
of  Studies,  Varanasi,  accounted  for  30  (i.e,  8.5  per 
cent)  and  Giri  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  for  28 
(8.0  per  cent).  The  Institute  of  Economic  Growth,  Delhi, 
and  Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies  had  20  (5.7 
per  cent)  and  18  (5  per  cent)  respectively.

@  The  Council  conducted  a  series  of  short-term  orientation  courses  for  the  project 
officers  and  community  organizers  working  in  the  Urban  Community  Development  Cell 
of  the  Municipal  Corporation,  Hyderabad. 

11  Fourteenth  batch  of  the  Indian  Economic  Service  Probationers  numbering  29 
completed  their  9  month  training  course  at  the  Institute.  Two  different  courses 
were  conducted  for  41  officers  from  different  states  and  central  government.  In 
keeping  with  the  emerging  changes  in  the  planning  process  at  the  central  and  state 
levels,  the  training  programmes  in  the  field  of  Investment  Planning  and  Project 
Evaluation  were  modified  significantly. 

**  Under  its  Summer  Course  on  Research  Methodology  the  Institute  imparted  training  to 
27  teachers  and  researchers.  The  Institute  organized  a  training  programme  on 
'District  Level  Planning'  for  16  participants  from  the  Planning  Departments  of 
state  governments  and  a  workshop  on  evaluation  methods  and  techniques  for  25 
personnel  from  Evaluation  and  Planning  Departments  of  various  state  governments. 
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7,06  The  research  institutes  have  also  undertaken  the 
responsibility  for  training  young  social  scientists  and 
assisting  inexperienced  researchers  in  designing  and 
conducting  their  research.  To  this  end,  doctoral  fellow¬ 
ships  have  been  provided  to  these  institutes  for 
supporting  young  scholars  in  the  country.  Some  of  the 
institutes  have  been  assisting  in  teaching  and  training 
programmes  for  M,PhiL  and  Ph.D.  students.  In  addition, 
these  institutes,  in  pursuance  of  the  Council's  policy, 
participate  in  post-graduate  teaching,  research  guidance 
in  the  universities,  and  also  involve  the  university 
teachers  in  the  research  programmes  of  the  institutes. 
Fifteen  doctoral  scholars  working  under  the  guidance  of 
the  faculty  of  the  research  institutes  were  awarded  the 
Ph.D.  degree  during  the  year,  twenty  submitted  their 
doctoral  dissertations,  and  198  scholars  were  working  at 
the  research  institutes  for  their  Ph.D.  The  institute- 
wise  picture  is  given  in  Table  7,1.  Two  of  the  17  insti¬ 
tutes  have  yet  to  get  their  faculty  recognized  for 
Ph.D  guidance  and  supervision. 

RESEARCH  ACTIVITIES 

7.07  A  detailed  report  on  the  research  activities  and 
academic  programmes  is  given  in  Appendix  No.  12.  Some  of 
the  significant  research  activities  of  the  various  insti¬ 
tutes  are  presented  here. 

7.08  The  overall  focus  of  research  at  the  AJSJ*  Sinha 
Institute  of  Social  Studies,  Patna,  is  on  socio-economic, 
cultural,  and  psychological  facets  of  development  with 
particular  reference  to  problems  of  Bihar  and  the  eastern 
region.  Research  efforts  have  been  directed  at  studying 
development  processes,  administration  and  impact  of  deve¬ 
lopment  to  help  the  state  in  policy  formulation  and 
execution.  Accordingly,  researches  that  are  diagonistic, 
evaluative  and  perspective  in  nature  having  relevance  to 
various  aspects  of  rural  and  agricultural  development  of 
the  country  in  general  and  the  state  of  Bihar  in  particu¬ 
lar  have  been  undertaken.  Particular  attention  is  paid 
to  the  under-privileged  and  the  rural  poor,  especially 
scheduled  castes,  scheduled  tribes  and  women  and  other 
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socio-economically  disadvantaged  groups  with  regard  to 
their  conditions  of  employment  and  measures  for  eradica¬ 
ting  their  poverty*  Moreover,  a  number  of  studies  related 
to  inter-group  co-operation  and  conflict,  evaluation  of 
adult  education  programmes  and  centres,  industrial  and 
organizational  problems  and  urban  development  have  been 
undertaken.  The  general  emphasis  of  the  Institute’s 
research  is  applied  and  problem-oriented.  During  the 
period  under  review,  eight  studies  have  been  completed 
and  ten  are  in  progress*  The  Institute  organized  a 
national  level  seminar  on  ’Poverty  and  Development  with 
Special  Reference  to  Eastern  India’  as  part  of  its  Silver 
Jubilee  celebrations.  It  publishes  a  bi-annual  Journal 
of  Social  and  Economic  Studies. 

7.09  The  research  work  of  the  Centre  for  Development 
Studies,  Trivandrum  is  concentrated  on  studies  on  (i) 
various  aspects  of  development,  both  overall  and  in 
specific  sectors  of  Kerala’s  economy;  (ii)  studies 
relating  to  broader  aspects  of  development  at  the 
regional  and  national  levels,  with  special  reference  to 
agriculture  and  rural  economy,  employment  and  wages, 
public  and  institutional  finance  and  (iii)  studies  on 
problems,  both  local  and  national,  of  current  interest. 
The  stress  in  all  cases  is  on  empirical  studies,  informed 
by  historical  perspective  and  keeping  in  view  the  broader 
social  context  of  economic  problems.  Studies  on  agricul¬ 
ture  and  rural  economy  have  been  organized  around  the 
broad  theme  of  interactions  between  technology  and  insti¬ 
tutions,  and  interactions  between  technical  conditions  of 
production  and  production  relations.  Another  broad  area 
which  has  received  considerable  attention  is  nutrition 
and  health.  Besides,  studies  on  specific  industries  with 
an  emphasis  on  financial  and  market  constraints  to  their 
growth,  have  been  undertaken.  There  is  also  an  interest 
in  the  trends  and  economics  of  South  Asia  and  South  East 
Asia,  as  reflected  in  a  few  inter-country  comparative 
studies.  Four  studies  have  been  completed  while  another 
ten  are  in  progress.  Twenty-seven  research  papers  based 
on  the  studies  undertaken  at  the  Centre  have  been 
published  in  national  and  foreign  journals. 
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7 JO  The  Centre  for.Policy  Research,  New  Delhi,  has 
initiated  a  three-year  research  studies  programme  on 
regional  cooperation  and  development  covering  the  areas 
of  South  Asia,  South-West  Asia  and  South-East  Asia,  The 
research  programme  reflects  the  Centre's  concern  with  the 
issues  of  inward-outward  linkages  between  domestic,  poli¬ 
tical  and  economic  issues  with  those  of  the  immediate 
region.  Apart  from  this,  the  basic  concerns  of  research 
are  directed  at  developing  high  priority  policy  options 
for  India  within  the  macro  framework  of  political  and 
economic  issues*  During  1983-84,  the  Centre  has  completed 
four  projects  and  nine  are  in  progress.  It  has  brought 
out  10  studies /papers  in  mimeographed  form. 

7J1  The  broad  areas  of  interest  of  the  Centre  for 
Social  Studies,  Surat,  have  been  social  and  economic 
deprivation,  social  tensions,  integration  and  development 
and  the  planning  process*  Though  most  research  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Centre  is  confined  to  Gujarat,  studies  on 
other  parts  of  the  country  have  also  been  carried  out  for 
comparative  analysis,  and  to  develop  an  all-India  pers¬ 
pective.  Eight  studies  have  been  completed  during  the 
year  under  four  major  themes,  viz.  (i)  irrigation  deve¬ 
lopment,  submergence  and  rehabilitation,  (ii)  tribal 
education,  (iii)  deprivation  and  development,  and  (iv) 
communication  networks.  Another  twelve  studies  relating 
to  communal  riots,  socio-linguistic  investigations,  poli¬ 
tical  processes,  trade  union  movement  and  review  of 
research  on  scheduled  castes  are  in  progress.  It  has 
prepared  a  bibliography  on  irrigation.  During  the  year, 
the  Centre  published  one  book,  28  research  papers  in 
various  Indian  and  professional  journals.  It  has  also 
brought  out  30  mimeographed  reports  and  papers.  It  has 
published  four  issues  of  its  quarterly  journal  'Arthhat' 
during  the  year. 

7J2  The  major  concern  of  research  in  the  Centre  for 
the  Study  of  Developing  Societies,  Delhi,  relates  to  the 
social  and  political  processes  in  the  context  of  develop¬ 
ment  and  their  implications  for  human  choices.  The  recent 
studies  undertaken  at  the  Centre  are  concentrated  on  such 
themes  as  ethnicity  and  culture  in  representative  poll- 
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tics,  electoral  behaviour  and  electoral  reforms,  popular 
movements,  communal  violence  in  India,  Muslim  and  Hindu 
families  in  Uttar  Pradesh,  population  policy,  family 
planning  programmes  and  participatory  research.  Five 
studies  were  completed  and  sixteen  were  ongoing.  It 
brings  out  two  periodicals,  'China  Report',  and  'Alter¬ 
natives1  and  'CSDS  Monographs:  New  Series’.  The  Centre's 
faculty  has  published  seven  books  in  addition  to  70 
research  papers  in  published  or  mimeographed  form. 

7.13  The  major  concerns  of  the  Centre  for  Studies  in 
Social  Sciences,  Calcutta,  relate  to  the  study  of  contem¬ 
porary  problems  of  economy,  polity  and  society,  particu¬ 
larly  of  Eastern  India,  in  their  historical  dimensions. 
The  range  of  research  work  that  is  being  currently  under¬ 
taken  can  be  grouped  into  three  main  themes,  viz.,  (i) 
appraisal  of  West  Bengal  economy  and  planning  with  parti¬ 
cular  emphasis  on  the  urban  economy  and  social  structure, 
the  development  of  agriculture  and  the  pattern  of  rural- 
urban  linkages  (ii)  technology  transfer  and  foreign 
collaboration,  and  (iii)  theoretical  and  methodological 
issues  concerning  the  nature  of  colonial  society  and 
problems  of  underdevelopment.  Five  studies  relating  to 
these  themes  were  completed  during  the  year  and  16  were 
in  progress.  Nine  occasional  papers  and  two  monographs 
were  published  during  the  year. 

7.14  The  Council  for  Social  Development  conducts 
research  and  evaluation  studies  in  the  field  of  social 
welfare  and  social  development.  During  the  year  under 
review  it  has  completed  eight  studies  and  10  are  in 
progress.  It  has  also  brought  out  five  mimeographed 
reports  of  the  studies  completed. 

7.15  The  GJB.  Pant  Social  Science  Institute,  Allaha¬ 
bad,  undertook  studies  focussed  on  problems  of  growth  and 
equity  in  different  economically  backward  areas  and 
communities  of  Uttar  Pradesh,  particularly  of  Eastern 
U.P.  and  Bundhelkhand  region.  Some  of  the  new  areas  in 
which  the  Institute  has  initiated  research  include  impact 
of  science  and  technology  in  rural  areas  and  the  ecologi¬ 
cal  and  economic  management  of  Himalayan  forests.  During 
the  year  under  review,  it  has  completed  three  research 
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projects  and  21  are  in  progress.  It  has  brought  out  five 
occasional  papers  based  on  studies  conducted  at  the 
Institute. 

7.16  The  research  interests  of  the  Giri  Institute  of 
Development  Studies,  Lucknow,  have  been  mainly  concerned 
with  diverse  aspects  of  development,  particularly  of  the 
society  and  economy  of  Uttar  Pradesh.  The  major  areas 
covered  in  the  studies  relate  to  agricultural  and  rural 
development,  regional  development,  planning,  industrial!* 
zation  and  social  and  physical  infrastructures.  The 
specific  aspects  covered  under  these  studies  include 
productivity  and  growth  in  agriculture,  employment  and 
wages,  land  reforms,  irrigation,  backward  regions  and 
inter-regional  differences  in  levels  of  development, 
small  scale  enterprises,  village  industries  and  urban 
handicrafts.  Some  other  specific  subjects  on  which 
research  has  been  undertaken  include  social  forestry, 
energy  use  in  rural  areas,  problems  of  land  use  planning, 
urban  informal  sector,  urban  planning,  employment  of 
women  and  socio-economic  development  of  scheduled  castes 
and  scheduled  tribes.  Five  studies  have  been  completed 
and  12  are  in  different  stages  of  progress.  The  Institute 
brought  out  16  research  reports  aid  produced  eight  work¬ 
ing  papers  in  mimeographed  form  during  the  year.  In 
addition,  it  published  five  books  and  20  research  papers. 

7.17  The  research  interests  of  the  Gandhian  Institute 
of  Studies,  Varanasi,  are  focussed  on  such  areas  as  peace 
and  violence,  decentralization,  conditions  of  weaker 
sections,  development  administration,  planning  and 
delivery  of  services,  impact  of  welfare  programmes  and 
voluntary  constructive  work.  Three  studies  relating  to 
social  inputs  in  area  development,  education,  and  mobi¬ 
lity  among  Harijans,  and  urban  development  and  role  of 
municipal  corporation  have  been  completed  while  eight 
studies  on  the  other  areas  of  its  research  concern  are  in 
progress.  The  Institute  organized  two  national  seminars, 
one  on  1  State  autonomy,  regionalism,  and  nation  build¬ 
ing1,  and  another  on  'Peasant  movement  today1.  It  has 
published  one  research  report  and  22  research  papers. 
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7.18  Most  of  the  research  work  done  at  the  Institute 
of  Development  Studies,  Jaipur,  is  related  to  area  and 
rural  development,  energy  use  patterns,  problems  of  arid 
and  semi-arid  zones,  nomadism,  and  evaluation  and  moni¬ 
toring  of  women's  development  programme  in  Rajasthan. 
During  the  period  under  review,  it  has  completed  three 
research  projects  and  six  are  in  progress. 

7.19  Contemporary  issues  of  social  relevance  particu¬ 
larly  the  problems  relating  to  planning  and  policy  issues 
have  received  attention  in  the  choice  of  research  studies 
at  the  Institute  of  Economic  Growth,  Delhi.  The 
Institute’s  work  has  encompassed  several  critical  areas 
of  social,  economic,  demographic,  institutional  and  plan¬ 
ning  problems.  Of  the  several  reseax~ch  activities,  a 
major  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  'Economic  Development  and 
Gains  for  the  Poor  in  East  Uttar  Pradesh*.  In  addition 
to  this  research  project,  it  conducted  studies  relating 
to  (i)  industrial  development  with  reference  to  textile, 
engineering  and  chemical  industries;  (ii)  energy  studies; 

(iii)  evaluation  of  the  new  Rural  Health  Care  System; 

(iv)  regional  disparities  in  consumption  and  economics  of 
tubewell  irrigation;  (v)  institutional  aspects  of  econo¬ 
mic  development,  and  (vi)  ethnic  identity  and  nation 
building  elites  and  education,  and  modem  occupations  and 
professions.  Asian  perspectives  have  been  reflected  in 
many  of  the  research  studies.  Research  at  the  Institute 
has  been  primarily  applied  and  quantitative  in  nature. 
The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  launching  of  academic 
programmes  and  special  lecture  series  as  a  part  of  the 
Institute's  Silver  Jubilee  celebrations.  It  also 
initiated  V.T.  Krishnamachari  Memorial  Lecture  series. 
The  Institute  published  four  books  and  six  were  in  the 
press.  In  addition,  a  large  number  of  research  papers 
were  published  in  Indian  and  international  journals, 

7.20  The  major  research  programmes  of  the  Indian 
Institute  of  Education,  Pune,  are  concerned  with  issues 
relating  to  the  interrelationship  between  education  and 
society  and  education  and  development.  The  current 
research  activities  include  action  research  on  universal 
primary  education;  a  detailed  study  of  problems  of  educa- 


tion  in  Marathwada,  educational  reform  in  India,  1 921- 
1980;  and  social  science  and  social  action*  In  all,  six 
studies  were  in  progress.  The  Institute  is  also  engaged 
in  extension  work  based  on  its  research  particularly 
among  college  teachers,  teacher  educators,  primary  school 
teachers,  student  and  non-student  youth,  with  a  view  to 
promoting  social  awareness*  It  organized  a  national 
level,  J.P,  Naik  Seminar  on  'Integration  of  education 
with  development*.  The  Institute  published  a  set  of  12 
books  related  to  extension  work  and  16  books  on  Teacher 
Development*  It  publishes  a  Marathi  journal  entitled 
'Shikshi  ani  Samaj'  (Education  and  Society),  and  a  bi¬ 
monthly  magazine  in  Marathi  for  adult  education  function¬ 
aries  and  neo-literates. 

7.21  The  studies  undertaken  at  the  Institute  of 
Public  Enterprise,  Hyderabad,  have  been  concerned  with 
various  problems  and  policy  issues,  relating  to  public 
enterprises*  These  include  pricing  policies,  investment 
choices,  contribution  of  public  enterprises  to  develop¬ 
ment,  joint  ventures,  state  level  public  enterprises,  and 
corporate  planning.  During  the  year  under  review,  it  had 
completed  eight  research  projects  and  five  are  in 
progress* 

7.22  The  focus  of  the  current  research  activities  in 
the  Institute  for  Social  and  Economic  Change,  Bangalore, 
is  on  problems  and  issues  related  to  agricultural  and 
rural  development,  energy,  irrigation,  rural  housing, 
infant  mortality,  family  planning,  fertility,  pattern  of 
population  growth,  evaluation  of  health  and  family 
welfare  programmes,  workforce  changes  and  female  partici¬ 
pation,  educational  development  in  urban  and  rural  areas, 
politics  of  poverty  and  town  panchayats.  During  the 
period  under  review,  22  research  projects  were  completed 
and  39  were  in  progress.  It  has  published  10  books  in 
addition  to  65  research  papers* 

7.23  The  main  thrust  of  the  research  activities  in 
the  Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Madras,  has 
been  on  the  development  problems  of  Tamil  Nadu  with 
special  reference  to  agro- rural  aspects  and  the  problems 
of  economically  backward  sections  of  the  population.  So 
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far,  most  of  the  research  work  was  related  to  agricul¬ 
tural  and  rural  problems.  Of  late,  studies  relating  to 
industrial  problems,  urban  issues,  inter-state  comparison 
of  development,  evaluation  of  adult  education  programmes 
and  some  theoretical  issues  have  also  been  taken  up. 
Eighteen  research  studies  are  in  progress.  The  research 
output  of  the  Institute  during  the  year  under  review 
consisted  of  18  published  working  papers.  It  also 
organized  an  inter-disciplinary  research  methodology 
workshop  on  urban  problems;  and  the  13th  Meet  of  Social 
Scientists  in  collaboration  with  the  ICSSR  Southern 
Regional  Centre  focussed  on  teaching  and  research  in 
economics  in  South  India. 

7,24  The  primary  research  focus  in  the  Sardar  Patel 
Institute  of  Economic  and  Social  Research,  Ahmedabad,  has 
been  in  the  area  of  applied  econometrics  related  to 
rigorous  testing  of  theoretical  models  in  the  context  of 
Indian  economy.  Most  of  the  research  work  undertaken  by 
the  Institute  centred  upon  consumption  economics, 
monetary  economics,  regional  economics,  urban  and  indus¬ 
trial  economics,  international  trade,  and  problems  of 
technology  transfer  and  multinational  corporations.  The 
Institute  has  also  undertaken  research  on  issues  relevant 
to  policy  making  at  national  and  regional  levels,  such  as 
empirical  analysis  of  levels  of  living  in  Gujarat,  formu¬ 
lation  and  estimation  of  poverty  indices,  problems  of 
weaker  sections,  evaluation  of  social  forestry  and 
poverty  programmes,  problems  of  famine  and  drought- prone 
areas  and  adult  education.  Four  studies  relating  to 
these  themes  have  been  completed  during  the  period  under 
review,  while  13  research  projects  were  in  progress.  The 
Institute  has  published  a  monograph  on  'Gujarat  Economy: 
Problems  and  Prospects'*  It  published  a  bi-annual 
journal,  'Madhukari'  in  Gujarati  and  another  'Anvesak'  in 
English* 


VIII 

ICSSR  REGIONAL  CENTRES 


8.01  Regional  Centres  have  been  established  as  part 
of  the  Council's  programme  of  decentralizing  administra¬ 
tion,  broad-basing  social  science  research,  and  involving 
social  science  institutions  in  the  regions  in  promoting 
social  science  research.  Their  main  roles  have  been 
defined  as  follows: 

(1)  To  represent  the  ICSSR  within  the  region  and  spread 
the  message  and  the  programmes  of  the  ICSSR  to 
social  scientists  in  the  region; 

(Z)  To  bring  the  ideas  and  problems  of  the  social 
scientists  of  the  region  to  the  notice  of  the  ICSSR 
for  possible  action; 

(3)  To  bring  the  social  scientists  of  the  region  closer 
for  promotion  of  social  science  research  within  the 
region;  and 

(4)  To  serve  as  a  link  betvjeen  the  social  scientists  of 
the  region  and  the  national  and  international 
community  of  social  scientists, 

8,02  The  ICSSR  has,  at  present,  six  Regional  Centres. 
Their  location  and  coverage  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta,  covering  Bihar, 
Orissa,  Sikkim,  Tripura,  West  Bengal,  and  the  Union 
Territory  of  Andaman  and  Nicobar  Islands. 

(2) ' North-Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Shillong,  covering 

Arunachal  Pradesh,  Assam,  Manipur,  Meghalaya, 
Mizoram,  and  Nagaland, 

(3)  Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi,  covering  Madhya 
Pradesh,  Rajasthan,  Uttar  Pradesh,  and  the  Union 
Territory  of  Delhi. 
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(4)  North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh, covering 
Haryana,  Himachal  Pradesh,  Jammu  and  Kashmir,  Punjab, 
and  the  Union  Territory  of  Chandigarh, 

(5)  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad, covering  Andhra 
Pradesh,  Karnataka,  Kerala, Tamil  Nadu,  and  the  Union 
Territories  of  Lakshadweep  and  Pondicherry. 

(6)  Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay,  covering  Gujarat, 
Maharashtra,  and  the  Union  Territories  of  (i)  Goa, 
Daman  and  Diu,  and  (ii)  Dadra  and  Nagar  Haveli. 

8.03  A  number  of  state  governments  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Union  Territory  of  Goa,  Daman  and  Diu  are 
providing  financial  assistance  for  the  activities  and 
programmes  of  the  ICSSR  Regional  Centres.  The  Regional 
Centres  have  been  undertaking  some  or  all  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  activities: 

(1)  Promoting  and/or  sponsoring  documentation  and  biblio¬ 
graphical  work  in  the  regional  languages; 

(2)  Promoting/ under  taking  special  documentation  work; 

(3)  Supplementing  the  social  science  journals/ periodicals 
at  the  libraries  of  the  institutions  where  the 
Centres  are  located; 

(4)  Organizing  or  assisting  the  organization  of  seminars/ 
work- shops /conferences  in  the  region; 

(5)  Organizing  lectures  by  distinguished  scholars; 

(6)  Assisting  regional  professional  associations  of 
social  scientists  and  social  science  journals  in  the 
regional  languages; 

(7)  Providing  low  cost  accommodation  (wherever  possible) 
to  scholars/students  visiting  the  place  for  library 
or  field  work; 

(8)  Awarding  study  grants  to  scholars  for  visiting 
libraries/institutions  for  research  work; 

(9)  Providing  photocopying  facilities  to  scholars, 
especially  providing  photocopies  of  selected  articles 
from  journals,  etc;  and, 

(10) Any  other  activity  which  may  promote  social  science 
research  in  the  region  and/or  which  may  be  delegated 
by  the  ICSSR.

INFRASI1RUCTURE  AND  RESEARCH  SUPPORT  FACILITIES 

8-04  The  various  Regional  Centres  excepting  the 
North-Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Shillong,  have  developed 
adequate  infrastructure  and  research  support  facilities 
over  the  years  with  the  funds  provided  by  the  ICSSR  and 
the  state  government.  These  include  hostel/guest  house 
facilities,  additional  library  space,  conference  halls, 
seminar  rooms,  and  reprographic  facilities.  The  Council 
has  initiated  a  programme  of  modernizing  the  reprographic 
facilities  and  decided  to  provide  each  Regional  Centre 
with  a  plain  paper  copier  with  proper  reduction  and 
enlargement  facilities  on  a  priority  basis.  The  North- 
Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh,  has  already  acquired 
a  plain  paper  copier. 

8.05  The  Council  has,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Indian  Institute  of  Education,  Pune,  constructed  a  four- 
storey  building  at  the  Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay, 
The  new  building  has  been  named  J.P,  Naik  Bhavan  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  late  Shri  J.P.  Naik,  a 
distinguished  educationist  and  the  first  Member- Secretary 
of  the  ICSSR.  It  was  inaugurated  by  Air  Chief  Marshal 
I.H,  Latif,  Governor  of  Maharashtra  and  Chancellor, 
University  of  Bombay,  on  20  December  1983.  A  national 
seminar  on  ’Higher  education  and  the  future’  was  held  to 
mark  the  occasion.  The  building  has  a  well- furnished 
conference  hall  and  houses  the  Department  of  Education  of 
the  University  of  Bombay  and  the  G.D.  Parikh  Centre  for 
Educational  Studies  of  the  Indian  Institute  of  Education, 
Pune.  The  North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh,  was 
sanctioned  a  non-recurring  grent  of  Rs. 18.21  lakhs  for 
building  the  office- cum-guest  house  seminar  complex.  The 
building  has  already  been  completed  and  funds  are  being 
released  to  the  Centre  for  furnishing  and  equipping  the 
conference  hall,  seminar  room,  and  the  hostel- cum-guest 
house.  The  proposal  to  extend  the  library  building  of 
the  Panjab  University,  Chandigarh,  has  also  been 
sanctioned. 

8,06  The  Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi,  was 
sanctioned  Rs.21.50  lakhs  towards  the  construction  of  the 
library  building  of  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University  for 
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location  of  the  office  of  the  Centre,  Interlibrary 
Resources  Centre,  and  a  conference  and  a  seminar  room. 
Construction  work  is  nearing  completion. 

ACTIVITIES 

Doosnentation  and  Bibliographical  Services  in 
Regional  Languages 

8.07  The  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad,  has 
been  providing  documentation  and  bibliographical  services 
in  Telugu  and  Urdu.  Annotated  bibliographies  of  Telugu 
and  Urdu  books  in  major  libraries  have  been  compiled  and 
over  10,000  titles  in  Telugu,  and  3,800  titles  in  Urdu 
have  been  compiled.  The  Centre  has  published  a  list  of 
Telugu  works  on  Andhra  Pradesh  and  a  list  of  selected 
Urdu  books  in  a  mimeographed  form.  The  Western  Regional 
Centre,  Bombay,  functions  as  a  national  centre  for 
Marathi  language  and  provides  financial  support  to  five 
social  science  journals  published  in  Marathi,  The  Centre 
has  undertaken  a  project  sponsored  by  the  Social  Science 
Documentation  Centre  of  the  ICSSR  on  the  preparation  of 
the  Area  Study  Bibliography  of  Maharashtra,  covering  all 
teaching  and  research  material  in  social  sciences  in  any 
form  and  any  language  which  exclusively  relates  to 
Maharashtra. 

8.08  The  Northern  Regional  Centre  acts  as  a  national 
centre  for  English  and  Hindi.  It  brings  out  ’Suchika’  a 
monthly  index  to  periodical  literature  in  social  sciences 
and  area  studies.  A  bibliographical  series  -  a  decennial 
index  covering  the  period  1971-81  was  prepared  for  Andhra 
Pradesh,  Bihar,  Gujarat,  Haryana,  Himachal  Pradesh, 
Karnataka,  and  Kerala.  A  comprehensive  bibliography  on 
South  and  West  Asia  has  been  completed.  The  Eastern 
Regional  Centre,  Calcutta,  has  under  taken  the  Area  Study 
Bibliography  project  on  Bengal  and  has  collected  data  on 
Bengali  books  available  in  the  National  Library, 
Calcutta. 

8.09  The  North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh, 
being  the  Centre  for  Punjabi  language  is  undertaking  the 
work  of  preparing  a  cumulative  index  of  social  science 
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material  in  Punjabi  periodicals  and  compilation  of  social 
science  books  in  Punjabi  language.  The  North-Eastern 
Regional  Centre,  Shillong,  has  been  entrusted  with  the 
work  of  Area  Bibliography  for  North-East  India. 

Training  and  Promotional  Programmes 

8.10  The  organization  of  seminars,  workshops,  and 
foundation  courses  in  research  methodology  are  undertaken 
by  the  Regional  Centres  in  various  colleges,  and  Univer¬ 
sity  departments  for  developing  and  improving  the 
research  capability  of  young  scholars  particularly  among 
college  teachers  and  sensitizing  them  to  the  trends  in 
social  sciences  and  the  latest  methods  of  research.  The 
Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad,  conducted  four  short 
term  foundation  courses  on  research  methods;  the  Western 
Regional  Centre,  Bombay,  organized  two  workshops  on 
research  methods  in  Geography  and  the  North-Eastern 
Regional  Centre,  Shillong,  conducted  a  research  methodo¬ 
logy  workshop  at  the  North-Eastern  Hill  University, 
Shillong. 

Visits  and  Lectures 

8.11  Under  the  programme  of  international  collabora¬ 
tion,  the  1CSSR  invited  several  foreign  scholars  and 
delegations  under  exchange  programmes.  The  various 
Centres  invited  these  scholars  for  discussion  meetings 
with  social  scientists,  seminars,  and  lectures.  Eminent 
scholars  from  within  India  were  also  invited  for  seminars 
and  lectures.  During  the  year  23  lectures  by  these 
scholars  were  arranged  by  the  Southern  Regional  Centre, 
Hyderabad,  eight  each  by  the  Western  Regional  Centre, 
Bombay,  and  the  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta. 

8.12  A  14-member  delegation  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of 
Social  Sciences  (CASS)  led  by  its  President,  Professor  Ma 
Hong  which  visited  India  at  the  invitation  of  the  ICSSR 
visited  Bombay  and  had  discussions  on  credit  policy,  rate 
of  interest,  and  foreign  exchange  with  the  Deputy 
Governor,  Reserve  Bank  of  India,  and  his  colleagues.  The 
delegation  also  interacted  with  a  selected  group  of 
social  scientists,  technologists,  journalists,  and 
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administrators  and  met  the  Governor  and  the  Chief 
Minister  of  Maharashtra.  This  delegation  also  visited 
the  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta,  had  meetings  with 
the  Chief  Minister  and  the  Education  Minister  of  West 
Bengal,  visited  the  Indian  Institute  of  Management, 
Calcutta,  Indian  Museum,  Anthropological  Survey  of  India, 
and  met  the  academic  staff  of  the  Centre  for  Studies  in 
Social  Sciences ,  Calcutta, 

8.1 3  The  members  of  the  Soviet  team  who  participated 
in  the  Indo- Soviet  Symposium  organized  by  the  Joint  Indo- 
Soviet  Commission  for  Cooperation  in  Social  Sciences  at 
the  Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies  from  6  to  10 
April  1983  visited  educational  institutions  in  Hyderabad 
and  held  informal  discussions  with  the  social  scientists 
there  after  the  seminar. 

8.14  The  Regional  Centres  assist  the  Social  Science 
Documentation  Centre  of  the  ICSSR  in  the  acquisition  of 
Ph.D.  dissertations  in  Social  Sciences.  The  Western 
Regional  Centre  acquired  10  dissertations.  The  Southern 
Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Madras, 
organized  the  13th  meeting  of  the  social  scientists  of 
southern  states.  The  meeting  discussed  the  review  paper 
on  'Teaching  and  Research  in  Economics  in  South  India'  by 
C.T.  Kurien,  'Pattern  and  Trends  of  ICSSR  Funded  Projects 
Distribution  during  1982-83'  by  Dr.  M.V.  Pylee  and  a 
document  of  the  'Ph.D.  Programme  in  South  Indian  Univer¬ 
sities'  prepared  by  N.  Subba  Reddy,  B.A.V.  Sharma,  and  P. 
Satyanarayana,  The  North-Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Shil¬ 
long,  also  organized  a  Social  Scientists  Meet  on  24-25 
November  1983.  The  meet  discussed  16  papers  on  various 
aspects  of  social  and  economic  development  of  the  North- 
Eastern  Region  and  delineated  certain  priority  areas  of 
research  relating  to  the  problems  of  development. 

8.15  Besides  these  programmes,  the  Regional  Centres 
undertake  the  dissemination  of  social  science  information 
in  their  respective  regions  and  the  various  programmes  of 
the  ICSSR  through  their  newsletters,  bulletins,  and 
journals.  A  detailed  report  on  the  activities  of  the 
Regional  Centres  during  the  year  follows: 
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EASTERN  REGIONAL  CENTRE,  CALCUTTA 
Serainars/Lectures 

8.16  Mr.  Christopher  Hill,  former  Master  of  Balliol 
College,  Oxford,  was  invited  to  deliver  a  lecture  at  the 
Eastern  Regional  Centre  and  the  Centre  for  Studies  in 
Social  Sciences,  Calcutta,  on  'The  political  and  social 
context  of  paradise  lost,  paradise  regained  and  samson 
agonistes'  in  January  1984. 

8.17  A  seminar  was  organized  jointly  by  the  Centre 
for  Studies  in  Social  Sciences,  Calcutta,  and  the  Eastern 
Regional  Centre  in  February  1984,  in  which  Shri  Hakubhai 
Shah,  an  eminent  painter  and  scholar,  who  is  associated 
with  the  National  Institute  of  Design,  Ahmedabad, 
delivered  two  lectures.  The  themes  of  his  lectures  were 
'Votive  terracottas  of  Gujarat'  and  'Ritual  tribal 
paintings,  Pithorobaba'. 

8.18  Shri  Baren  Ray  of  New  Delhi,  delivered  a  lecture 
in  March  1984  on  'NWFP  and  the  coming  of  Indian  indepen¬ 
dence'  . 

Foreign  Visitors 

8.19  A  14-member  delegation  of  social  scientists  from 
China  under  the  leadership  of  Professor  Ma  Hong, 
President  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Social  Sciences, 
visited  the  Centre  in  January  1984.  The  Centre  for 
Studies  in  Social  Sciences,  Calcutta,  and  the  ERC  jointly 
arranged  various  programmes  for  the  delegation  which 
included  meetings  with  the  Chief  Minister  and  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Minister  of  West  Bengal,  Indian  Institute  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  Calcutta,  Indian  Museum,  Anthropological  Survey  of 
India,  etc.  The  delegation  also  had  a  meeting  with  the 
academic  staff  of  the  Centre  for  Studies  in  Social 
Sciences ,  Calcutta. 

8.20  Professor  Ralph  Miliband  of  the  University  of 
Leeds  and  Editor  of  'Socialist  Register',  visited  the 
Centre  in  February  1984  and  delivered  a  lecture  on  the 
'Capitalist  democracy'. 

8.21  Mr.  Abdul  Khandekar  Haque,  Deputy  Secretary, 
Ministry  of  Finance  and  Planning,  Government  of  Bangla- 
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desh,  visited  the  Centre  under  the  Fourth  Administrative 
Visitors  Fellowship  of  the  International  Federation  of 
Social  Sciences  Organization  (IFSSO),  in  February  1984* 

8.22  A  delegation  of  distinguished  scholars  and 
administrators  from  France  consisting  of  Professor  Bruno 
Jobert,  Madam  Paule  Gentot,  Dr,  Christian  Comeliau  and 
Dr.  Robert  Fraisse,  who  came  to  India  under  the  Indo- 
French  Cultural  Exchange  Programme,  visited  the  Centre  in 
March  1984  and  had  a  meeting  with  the  academic  staff  of 
the  Centre  for  Studies  in  Social  Sciences,  Calcutta.  The 
Eastern  Regional  Centre  arranged  other  programmes  for  the 
delegation  which  included  meetings  with  faculty  members 
of  the  Indian  Statistical  Institute,  Indian  Institute  of 
Management,.  Calcutta,  and  members  of  the  State  Planning 
Board,  Government  of  West  Bengal,  etc. 

Library  and  Bibliography  Project 

8.23  Books  and  journals  received  from  the  Social 
Science  Documentation  Centre,  New  Delhi, during  this 
period,  have  been  accessioned.  In  addition,  36  core 
social  science  journals  published  abroad  and  11  leading 
Indian  dailies  were  received  regularly.  A  set  of  Inter¬ 
national  Encyclopaedia  of  the  Social  Sciences  edited  by 
David  L,  Sills  has  been  acquired  during  this  year. 

8.24  Services  from  the  map  and  microfilm  collection 
of  rare  journals,  maintained  in  the  Eastern  Regional 
Centre,  were  organized  for  the  scholars  visiting  the 
library.  Reprographic  and  bibliographical  services  have 
also  been  extended  to  the  scholars. 

8.25  Some  progress  has  been  made  to  collect  biblio¬ 
graphical  data  of  Bengali  books  available  in  the  National 
Library,  Calcutta,.^  for  the  Area  Study  Bibliography 
project  for  West  Bengal.  Sixty-three  cards  have  been 
prepared  so  far. 

Guest  House 

8.26  The  Guest  House  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Centre 
continued  to  be  occupied  by  scholars  visiting  Calcutta 
from  different  parts  of  India  and  abroad  for  research 
purposes  and  during  the  year  about  125  scholars  stayed  at 
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the  Guest  House. 

NORTH-EASTERN  REGIONAL  CEKCRE,  SHILLONG 

8.27  A  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
NERC-ICSSR  was  held  at  the  NEHU,  Shillong,  on  25  November 
1983.  The  meeting  was  presided,  over  by  Dr.  B.D.  Sharma, 
Vice-Chancellor,  North-Eastern  Hill  University  and  the 
Chairman,  North-Eastern  Regional  Centre.  The  Committee 
discussed  the  activities  and  future  programmes  of  the 
Centre  and  approved  the  statement  of  accounts  for  1982- 
83;  activities  of  the  Centre  for  1982-83;  budget  estimate 
for  1984-85;  and  academic  programmes  for  1984-85. 

8.28  In  order  to  evaluate  various  proposals  for 
seminars  and  Research  Methodology  Workshop,  a  Committee 
was  constituted  by  the  Chairman  with  Dr.  M.Miri,  Dean, 
School  of  Social  Sciences,  NEHU,  as  the  Chairman  to 
prepare  guidelines  and  proformas.  These  guidelines  were 
circulated  to  the  universities  and  research  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  North-  Eastern  Region.  The  proposals 
received  are  being  evaluated.

8.30  The  Meet  was  held  at  North-Eastern  Hill  Univer¬ 
sity  on  24-25  November  1983.  It  was  attended  by  about  80 
social  scientists  from  all  over  the  region  including  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  North-Eastern  Hill  University  and  Dr. 
T.K.Majumdar,  Director,  ICSSR.  Sixteen  papers  were 
presented  and  discussed. 

Research  Methodology  Workshop 

8.31  Research  Methodology  Workshop  was  held  at 
North-Eastern  Hill  University,  Shillong,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Department  of  Economics,  frptn  2  to  16 
March  1984.  The  workshop  was  attended  by  40  participants 
and  27  resource  persons. 

Documentation 

8.32  Work  is  in  progress  on  a  comprehensive  biblio¬ 
graphy  for  North-  Eastern  Region  as  a  part  of  the  Area 
Study  Bibliography  Project  of  the  Indian  Council  of 
Social  Science  Research.

Documentation  Work 

8.35  Reprographic  assistance  to  social  scientists 
was  provided  with  the  assistance  of  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University  Library.  The  total  number  of  copies  repro¬ 
duced  during  the  year  was  7,150. 

8.36  The  Centre  subscribed  to  about  2,118  journals 
and  periodicals.  The  Centre  provided  facilities  for 
consultation  of  journals  and  other  research  materials  to 
scholars,  teachers,  and  study  grantees.  Apart  from  this, 
other  services  such  as  press  clippings,  documentation  in 
foreign  languages,  back  volumes  of  periodicals,  micro 
films,  public  health,  Indian  elections,  India  and  world 
affairs,  periodical  literature  on  social  sciences,  and 
area  studies  were  provided  to  scholars. 

8.37  The  Centre  prepared  the  bibliographical  series, 
decennial  index,  covering  the  period  1971-81  for  Andhra 
Pradesh,  Bihar,  Gujarat,  Haryana,  Himachal  Pradesh, 
Karnataka,  and  Kerala,  In  addition,  the  Centre  continued 
its  work  on  the  compilation  of  comprehensive  bibliogra¬ 
phies  on  South  Asia  and  West  Asia. 
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NORTH-WESTERN  REGIONAL  CEOTRE,  CHANDIGARH 

8.38  The  North-Western  Regional  Centre  is  located  on 
the  campus  of  the  Panjab  University  and  its  jurisdiction 
covers  Punjab,  Haryana,  Himachal  Pradesh,  Jammu  and 
Kashmir,  and  the  Union  Territory  of  Chandigarh.  An 
Advisory  Committee  with  representatives  of  the  state 
governments  concerned,  the  Union  Territory  of  Chandigarh, 
the  ICSSR,  and  social  scientists  from  the  Universities' of 
the  region  supervises  the  work  of  the  Centre.  The  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  Panjab  University  is  the  ex-off icio- 
Chairman  of  the  Regional  Centre.  Dr.  Gurdev  Singh  Gosal, 
Professor  of  Geography,  Panjab  University,  continued  to 
act  as  Honorary  Director  of  the  Regional  Centre  during 
the  period. 

8.39  During  the  year  1983-84,  the  North-Western 
Regional  Centre  concentrated  its  efforts  on  the  following 
major  areas:  (1)  development  of  library  resources  for 
social  scientists,  (2)  reprographic  unit,  (3)  lectures 
and  seminars,  (4)  study  grants. 

Development  of  Library  Resources  for  Social  Scientists 

8.40  The  Regional  Centre  is  subscribing  to  180  social 
science  journals  in  addition  to  those  received  by  the 
Panjab  University  Library. 

8.41  The  work  of  preparing  a  cumulative  index  of 
social  science  materials  in  Punjabi  periodicals  is  conti¬ 
nuing. 

8.42  The  work  of  compilation  of  social  science  books 
in  Punjabi  language  is  continuing. 

Reprographic  Unit 

8.43  The  Regional  Centre  continued  to  provide  repro¬ 
graphic  service  to  the  social  science  students,  teachers 
and  researchers  with  the  help  of  two  photocopying 
machines  acquired  by  the  Regional  Centre.

SOUTHERN  REGIONAL  CENTRE,  HYDERABAD 

8.46  The  Southern  Regional  Centre  continued  to 
provide  documentation  and  bibliographical  services  to 
social  scientists  and  to  organize  training  and  promotion¬ 
al  activities  for  furthering  social  science  research  in 
south  India,  the  Centre  also  rendered  services  to 
teachers,  researchers  and  those  engaged  in  social 
research  through  consultancy,  and  with  the  use  of  its 
•conference  hall,  guest  house  and  reprographic  facilities. 
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Seminars,  Training  and  Promotional  Programmes 

8.47  During  the  year,  the  Centre  organized  or  assis¬ 
ted  the  organization  of  several  seminars,  workshops, 
courses,  symposia,  etc* 

8.48  The  Centre  organized  short-term  Foundation 
Courses  on  research  methods  in  social  sciences  at  (1) 
Kerala  University,  Trivandrum,  (2)  Karnataka  University, 
Dharwar,  (3)  Bharathidasan  University,  T i ruch ir appal ly, 
and  (4)  Government  Women's  College,  Mahabubnagar. 

8.49  The  Regional  Centre  cooperated  with  the  Insti¬ 
tution  of  Surveyors  and  Survey  of  India,  Hyderabad,  in 
organizing  a  two-day  seminar  on  12  and  13  March  1  984  on 
'Social  and  physical  dimensions  of  land  surveying'.  The 
seminar  was  for  increasing  cooperation  and  interaction 
between  social  scientists  and  surveyors  at  the  national 
level.  Maj.  General  G.C.  Agarwal,  Surveyor  General  of 
India,  presided  over  the  inaugural  session.  Shri  Syed 
Hashim  Ali,  Vice-Chancellor  of  Osmania  University  inaugu¬ 
rated  the  seminar. 

8.50  The  Regional  Centre  collaborated  with  the 
Hyderabad  University  and  Indian  Academy  of  Social 
Sciences  in  the  organization  of  Eighth  Indian  Social 
Science  Congress,  at  Hyderabad,  during  9-12  July  1983. 
Sri  G.  Parthasarathi,  Chairman  of  ICSSR,  inaugurated  the 
Congress.  Professor  A.M.  • Khusro,  Member,  Planning 
Commission,  Government  of  India,  gave  the  valedictory 
address. 

8.51  The  Regional  Centre,  Department  of  Economics  of 
Kakatiya  University  and  Andhra  Pradesh  Economic  Associa¬ 
tion  jointly  organized  a  workshop  on  'Agrarian  relations 
and  industrialization  in  Andhra  Pradesh’  at  Warangal, 
during  1 0-1 1  March  1 984.  The  workshop  was  a  part  of  the 
second  Annual  Conference  of  Andhra  Pradesh  Economic 
Association.  Professor  C.H.  Hanumantha  Rao,  Member, 
Planning  Commission,  delivered  the  presidential  address. 
Dr.  Y.  Venugopal  Reddy,  Secretary  to  Government  of  Andhra 
Pradesh  for  Planning,  delivered  the  inaugural  address  and 
Professor  T.  Vasudev,  Vice-Chancellor  of  Kakatiya  Univer¬ 
sity  delivered  the  valedictory  address. 
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8*52  A  seminar  on  Police  Administration  in  Andhra 
Pradesh  was  organized  on  2  October  1983  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Administration,  Kakatiya  University,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Regional  Centre.  The  seminar  was 
organized  at  the  request  of  Andhra  Pradesh  Police  Commis¬ 
sion  constituted  by  the  Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh  for 
suggesting  necessary  reforms  for  effective  functioning  of 
police  organization  in  the  state. 

8.53  Mahila  Abhyudaya  Samstha,  Council  for  Social 
Development  and  the  Directorate  of  Youth  Services, 
Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Regional  Centre  conducted  a  two-day  seminar  on  the 
institution  of  marriage'  during  15-16  October  1983. 

8.54  The  Department  of  Political  Science,  Osmania 
University,  and  the  Regional  Centre  jointly  organized  a 
seminar  on  the  ’Political  processes  in  Andhra  Pradesh  in 
1980s’  on  3  September  1983.  The  leaders  of  various 
political  parties  in  the  state,  members  of  the  legisla¬ 
ture,  and  political  scientists  in  Hyderabad  participated 
in  the  seminar. 

8.55  A  workshop  on  'Understanding  society:  the  need 
for  women's  perspective'  was  organized  by  the  School  of 
Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  of  Hyderabad  University  in 
cooperation  with  the  Regional  Centre.  The  participants 
of  the  workshop  felt  the  need  for  developing  both  a 
feminist  perspective  and  a  separate  research  methodology 
for  women's  studies. 

8.56  The  Regional  Centre  assisted  the  All  India 
Federation  of  University  and  College  Teachers,  in  the 
organization  of  a  seminar  on  'Education  and  Indian 
economy*  on  the  occasion  of  the  12th  Statutory  Conference 
of  the  Federation  on  11  June  1983, 

8.57  The  Regional  Centre  and  the  Department  of  Post- 
Graduate  Studies  and  Research  in  Economics,  Mangalore 
University,  jointly  organized  a  workshop  on  'Teaching  and 
research  in  Economics'  in  Mangalore  University,  in  March 
1984. 

8.58  The  Regional  Centre  and  the  Madras  Institute  of 
Development  Studies  jointly  organized  the  13th  Meeting  of 
Social  Scientists  of  Southern  States  on  10  and  11 
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December  1983*  Eighteen  social  scientists  drawn  from 
nine  disciplines  from  nine  universities  and  three 
research  institutes  attended  the  meeting.  An  important 
item  of  the  meeting  was  the  discussion  on  the  Ph.D, 
programme  in  the  south  Indian  universities  on  the  basis 
of  two  documents,  one  by  N.  Subba  Reddy  and  the  other  by 
B.A.V.  Sharma  and  P.  Satyanarayana  from  the  ICSSR 
Southern  Regional  Centre.  At  the  end  of  the  discussion, 
it  was  decided  that  the  Southern  Regional  Centre  should 
make  an  in-depth  analysis  of  the  material  gathered  by  it 
on  Ph.D.  Programme  and  such  study  should  be  one  of  the 
main  items  of  the  agenda  for  the  14th  meeting  of  the 
social  scientists  of  southern  states  to  be  held  during 
December  1984.

8.59  The  Regional  Centre  organized  under  its  social 
science  lecture  programme  a  number  of  lectures.  Professor 
Norman  D.  Palmer,  Professor  Oxen  Ham,  Professor  lain  C. 
Taylor,  Dr.  Ian  Bedford,  Professor  Howard  Llyod  Erdman, 
Dr.  Victor  Filatov,  Dr.  B.C.  Pareek,  Professor  Lloyd  I. 
Rudolph,  Professor  Susanne  H.  Rudolph,  Professor  W.W. 
Rostow,  Professor  Elspeth  Davies  Rostow,  Professor  V.V, 
Ramanadham  were  among  those  who  delivered  lectures  on 
various  themes. 

Documentation  and  Bibliographical  Services 

8.60  The  preparation  of  indexes  of  articles  from  old 
and  current  social  science  periodicals  and  newspapers  In 
Telugu  and  Urdu  was  continued  during  1983-84. 

8.61  The  Centre  has  compiled  and  published  in  mimeo¬ 
graphed  form  a  list  of  Telugu  books  in  social  sciences 
published  during  the  last  4  years.  The  total  number  of 
books  listed  is  over  400. 

8.62  Mimeographed  publication  of  ’Documentation  in 
Social  Sciences'  (English,  bi-monthly),  ’List  of  Select 
Articles  from  Telugu  Newspapers  and  Journals’,  (Telugu, 
half-yearly),  and  'List  of  Select  Articles  from  Urdu 
Newspapers  and  Journals'  (Urdu,  half-yearly)  was  conti¬ 
nued. 
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\  8.63  The  Centre  compiled  two  significant  bibliogra¬ 
phies  on  contemporary  Indian  political  processes:  one  on 
’Centre- State  Relations  in  India1  and  the  other  one 
'N.T.R.  and  Telugu  Desam*.  The  first  was  prepared  for 
the  benefit  of  the  participants  of  the  National  Seminar 
on  Centre-State  Relations  organized  by  Tamil  Nadu  Academy 
of  Political  Science  during  5-8  January  1984  at  Madras. 

8.64  The  Centre  brought  out  the  second  issue  of 
’Social  Sciences  Information  Bulletin*  for  1983.  It 
provided  information  on  (a)  seminars,  workshops, 
symposia,  courses,  etc.,  in  South  India,  (b)  completed 
research  projects  in  south  Indian  universities  and  insti¬ 
tutes,  (c)  M.Phil.  and  Ph.D  degrees  awarded  by  south 
Indian  universities,  and  (d)  Publications  in  social 
sciences  from  south  India. 

8.65  Under  its  scheme  of  publication  grants  to  social 
science  journals  in  regional  languages,  assistance  was 
continued  for  the  publication  of  'Prasarita* ,  a  Telugu 
quarterly  in  social  sciences. 

8.66  During  the  period  under  report  the  Centre  conti¬ 
nued  to  subscribe  to  216  English  journals,  18  Telugu 
journals,  and  six  Urdu  journals;  304  English  books,  350 
Telugu  books,  and  23  Urdu  books  were  also  added  to  the 
library  during  the  period, 

WESTERN  REGIONAL  CENTRE,  BOMBAY 

8.67  The  construction  work  of  the  administrative 
building  was  completed  during  the  year*  The  building  was 
named  J.P,  Naik  Bhavan  by  the  University  of  Bombay  in 
consultation  with  the  ICSSR  to  commemorate  the  memory  of 
Late  Professor  J.P.  Naik,  a  distinguished  educationist 
and  the  first  Member- Secretary  of  the  ICSSR.  The  Bhavan 
was  inaugurated  by  Air  Chief  Marshal  I.H,  Latif ,  Governor 
of  Maharashtra  and  Chancellor,  University  of  Bombay,  on 
20  December  1983.  A  national  seminar  on  ’Higher  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  future’  was  also  held  on  the  same  day.  Dr, 
V.K.R.V.  Rao,  Former  Union  Minister  for  Education, 
delivered  the  inaugural  address.  Shri  G.  Parthasarathi, 
Chairman,  ICSSR,  New  Delhi,  was  the  Chief  Guest.  The 
office  of  the  Western  Regional  Centre  has  been  shifted  to 
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the  ground  floor  of  the  J.P.  Naik  Bhavan  and  the  G.D. 
Parikh  Centre  for  Educational  Studies  of  the  IIE  is  on 
the  second  floor.  The  first  floor  has  been  occupied  by 
the  University  Department  of  Education. 

8.68  Dr.  A.R.  Desai  (National  Fellow),  Mr.  A.A. 
Engineer  (General  Fellow),  Dr.  Sharayu  Mhatre  (General 
Fellow),  Dr.  Parvathi  Vasudevan  (General  Fellow), 
Principal  Vidyadhar  Vyas  (Senior  Fellow),  and  Shri  As  lam 
Bhuiyan  (Doctoral  Fellow)  have  been  attached  to  the 
Centre.

8.71  The  Centre  has  undertaken  a  project  sponsored 
by  the  ICSSR  on  the  preparation  of  an  area  study  biblio¬ 
graphy  of  Maharashtra  from  July  1982.  The  aim  of  this 
bibliography  is  primarily  to  cover  all  teaching  and 
research  materials  in  social  sciences,  in  any  form  and  in 
any  language  which  exclusively  relates  to  Maharashtra. 
The  work  has  been  entrusted  to  Dr,  P.R.  Mokashi,  a 
retired  government  officer.  One  hundred  and  seventeen 
English  and  89  Marathi  entries  have  been  completed. 

8.72  The  Centre  has  acquired  the  following  collec¬ 
tions  on  deposit/donation  basis:  The  number  of  volumes 
acquired  is:  (i)  Indian  Society  of  Agricultural  Economics 
14,000;  (ii)  Dr.  A.R.  Desai  6,000;  (iii)  Late  Shri 
Sudhir  Das  Gupta  1 ,700;  (iv)  Bombay  Geographical  Asso¬ 
ciation  500;  and  (v)  Shri  V.G*  Dighe  250. 

8.73  During  the  period  79  books  were  added  to  the 
Centre’s  collection  in  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  Library, 
University  of  Bombay,  The  Centre  subscribed  to  61  foreign 
and  19  Indian  journals  in  social  sciences. 

8.74  The  Centre  acquired  ten  doctoral  dissertations 
during  the  period. 

8.75  The  reprographic  facilities  provided  by  the 
Centre  have  been  extensively  used  by  the  scholars  both 
from  India  and  abroad. 

8.76  The  Centre  provided  financial  assistance  to  five 
social  science  journals,  viz.,  'Arthasamvad',  'Hakara* , 
'Bharat!  Itihas  Ani  Sanskriti'  (Tr almas ik),  and  'Bombay 
Psychologist'.

SEMINARS  AND  WORKSHOPS 
Study  of  Communal  Riots 

9,01  The  Department  of  Sociology  and  Psychology, 
Jamia  Millia  Islamia,  New  Delhi,  organized  a  workshop  on 
'Study  of  communal  riots'.  The  workshop  was  held  in 
April  1983.  The  objective  of  the  workshop  was  to  train  a 
team  of  social  scientists  to  carry  out  systematic  studies 
in  some  selected  riot-prone  cities  like  Aligarh,  Meerut, 
Moradabad,  and  Baroda  on  the  basis  of  some  uniform 
methodology,  so  that  the  findings  of  these  studies  were 
comparable  and  could  generate  sufficient  data  needed  for 
suitable  policy  formulation.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a 
grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000  for  the  organization  of  the 
workshop. 

State  and  Business  in  India:  A  Historical  Perspective 

9.02  The  Indian  Institute  of  Management,  Ahmedabad, 
organized  a  seminar  on  'State  and  business  in  India  :  a 
historical  perspective'.  It  was  held  on  29  February  to 
March  1984.  The  purpose  of  the  seminar  was  to  trace  the 
role  of  state  in  promoting  or  retarding  business  opera¬ 
tions  under  various  ruling  authorities  from  time  to  time, 
such  as  the  Mughals,  the  East  India  Company,  the  British 
Indian  Government  and  a  selected  number  of  princely 
states.  The  following  themes  were  discussed  at  the 
seminar:  (i)  Mughal  State  and  business;  (ii)  Business  and 
the  Marathas;  (iii)  Indian  business  under  the  East  India 
Company;  (iv)  Indian  business  in  the  age  of  Laissez 
Faire;  (v)  The  policy  of  discriminating  protection  and 
Indian  business;  (vi)  Business  in  Portuguese  India;  (vii) 
Business  in  the  Princely  States  of  Mysore,  Hyderabad,  and 
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Gujarat,  and  (viii)  Private  enterprise  during  the  Nehru 
era.  About  30  participants  attended  the  seminar.  The 
ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

State  Autonomy,  Regionalism  and  Nation-Building 

9.03  A  seminar  on  ‘State  autonomy,  regionalism  and 
nation  -  building1  organized  by  the  Gandhian  Institute  of 
Studies,  Varanasi,  was  held  from  22  to  24  July  1983,  The 
purpose  of  the  seminar  was  to  develop  theoretical  as  well 
as  policy  perspectives  with  regard  to  the  problems  of 
autonomy  and  regionalism  in  the  states  of  Punjab,  Assam, 
Tripura  and  North-East.  The  focus  of  the  deliberations 
was  on  Assam  and  Punjab.  About  40  delegates  participated 
in  the  seminar.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of 
Rs.  8,000. 

Rural  Development  Strategies  and  Productive 
Opportunities  for  the  Weaker  Sections 

9.04  The  Indian  Economic  Association,  New  Delhi, 
organized  a  national  seminar  on  'Rural  development 
strategies  and  productive  opportunities  for  the  weaker 
sections'.  It  was  held  on  10-11  December  1983  at  Bhubane¬ 
shwar.  The  objective  of  the  seminar  was  to  discuss  promo¬ 
tional  activities  for  rural  development  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  development  of  weaker  sections.  Twenty 
participants  attended  the  seminar.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned 
a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  8,000. 

Union-State  Relations 

9.05  The  Department  of  Law,  Guru  Nanak  Dev  Universi¬ 
ty,  Amritsar,  organized  an  All  India  seminar  on  'Union- 
State  relations1.  It  was  held  on  5-6  November  1983.  The 
following  topics  were  discussed  in  the  seminar:  (i) 
Feudalism  and  Indian  Constitution:  (ii)  Distribution  of 
legislative  powers  between  the  centre  and  states  and 
their  impact  on  their  mutual  relations;  (iii)  Centre- 
State  relations  in  the  context  of  emergency  provisions  in 
the  Indian  Constitution,  and  (iv)  Miscellaneous  provi¬ 
sions  in  the  Constitution  with  bearing  on  Centre-State 
relations  with  particular  reference  to  the  judiciary,  the 
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constitutional  amendments,  and  law  and  order  situations. 
About  40  delegates  participated  in  the  seminar.  The  ICSSR 
sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

Marxism  and  the  National  Question  in  India 

9.06  The  University  of  Calcutta  organized  a  seminar 
on  'Marxism  and  the  national  question  in  India'.  It  was 
held  on  1  to  5  October  1983.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  sum 
of  Rs,  10,000. 

Local  History  of  Madhya  Pradesh 

9.07  The  Institute  for  Educational  Research  and 
Innovative  Action,  Bhopal,  organized  a  seminar  on  'Local 
history  of  Madhya  Pradesh'.  It  was  held  from  26  to  29 
September  1983  at  Vidushak  Karkhana,  Anupur.  The  objec¬ 
tive  of  the  seminar  was  to  discuss  and  identify  broad 
features  of  local  history  research  that  were  of  interest 
and  relevance,  to  concretize  the  research  projects  that 
were  to  be  undertaken  and  to  formalize  the  structure  and 
functioning  of  the  local  history  forum.  Thirty  partici¬ 
pants  attended  the  seminar.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a 
grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

Democracy  in  Developing  Countries 

9.08  The  Department  of  Political  Science,  University 
of  Delhi,  organized  a  national  seminar  on  ’Democracy  in 
developing  countries'.  It  was  held  on  6-7  August  1983  at 
Delhi.  The  objective  of  the  seminar  was  to  discuss  the 
theoretical  and  practical  dimensions  of  democracy  as  a 
system  of  government.  About  60  participants  attended  the 
seminar.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs, 
8,000. 

Land  Reforms  and  Social  Change  in  Rajasthan 

9.09  Shodhak,  Jaipur,  organized  a  seminar  on  'Land 
reforms  and  social  change  in  Rajasthan1  on  29-30 
September  1983.  The  seminar  reviewed  the  progress  of  land 
reform  measures  and  their  socio-economic  impact  on  the 
people  of  Rajasthan  with  particular  reference  to  the 
emerging  class  of  new- z am indar s  and  the  problem  of  bonded 
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labour.  The  seminar  also  discussed  new  policy  perspec¬ 
tives  to  tackle  their  problems.  Twenty-seven  scholars, 
administrators  and  social  scientists  participated  in  the 
seminar.  The  1CSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs. 
2,500. 

Electoral  Politics  in  North-East  India 

9.10  The  North-East  India  Council  for  Social  Science 
Research,  Shillong,  organized  a  two- day  seminar  on 
Electoral  politics  in  North-East  India1  on  14-15 
December  1983  at  Shillong.  The  themes  discussed  in  the 
seminar  related  to  the  various  aspects  of  people's  parti¬ 
cipation  and  its  role  in  the  developmental  process.  About 
80  participants  attended  the  seminar.  The  ICSSR 
sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

Marxist  Studies  on  India 

9.11  The  Indian  Institute  for  Regional  Development 
Studies,  Kottayam,  organized  an  all  India  seminar  on 
'Marxist  studies  on  India'  on  17-20  December  1983.  The 
major  objectives  of  the  seminar  were  to  identify  and 
critically  analyse  the  unresolved  issues  in  Marxian 
theory  and  methodology  and  arrive  at  a  deeper  under¬ 
standing  of  Indian  society  from  these  perspectives.  The 
ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  7,500. 

Marxism  and  India 

9.12  The  Department  of  Political  Science,  Panjab 
University,  organized  a  seminar  on  'Marxism  and  India’  on 
22-24  November  1983.  The  seminar  focused  on  the  following 
aspects:  (i)  Marxian  theory  and  Indian  economy;  (ii) 
Marxian  theory  and  the  Indian  state;  (iii)  Marxian  theory 
and  classes  in  India;  (iv)  National  movement  and  Marxist 
reaction;  (v)  Nature  of  economy  and  polity  in  medieval 
India;  (vi)  Impact  of  Marxism  and  the  Indian  foreign 
policy;  and  (vii)  The  Marxist  method.  About  35  delegates 
including  a  few  from  the  USSR  attended  the  seminar.  The 
ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  7,500. 
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Karl  Marx  and  the  Analysis  of  India  Society 

9.1  3  A  Marx  Centenary  Seminar  on  Karl  Marx  and  the 
Analysis  of  Indian  society  was  organized  by  'Social 
Scientist',  a  journal  of  the  Indian  School  of  Sciences, 
Trivandrum,  in  New  Delhi  on  6-8  October  1983.  Over  50 
social  scientists  participated  in  the  seminar.  The  1CSSR 
sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000. 

Management  of  Mental  Health-Medicare  in  Social  Context 

9.14  The  Psycho-Educational  Society,  Delhi,  orga¬ 
nized  a  national  seminar  on  'Management  of  mental  health; 
medicare  in  social  context'  on  10-11  March  1984  at  Delhi. 
The  objective  of  .the  seminar  was  to  highlight  the  impact 
of  socio-psycho-economic  changes  on  psycho -physical 
health  of  the  individual  in  a  modern  society.  About  20 
participants  attended  the  seminar.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned 
a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

Public  Enterprise  Policies  in  the  Eighties 

9.15  The  Institute  of  Public  Enterprises,  Hyderabad, 
in  collaboration  with  the  London  Business  School  of  Eco¬ 
nomics,  organized  an  international  seminar  on  'Public 
enterprise  policies  in  the  eighties',  on  9-13  January 
1984,  at  Hyderabad.  It  discussed  (i)  Objectives  and 
performance  targets  in  public  enterprise  (PEs);  (ii) 
Supervisory  impact  on  PEs;  (iii)  Size  and  structure  of 
public  enterprises;  (iv)  Financing  of  investment  and 
privatization  of  PEs;  and  (v)  Economic  liberalization  and 
the  changing  role  of  PEs.  About  24  participants  attended 
the  seminar.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs. 
10,000. 

forking  Class  Education 

9.16  The  Centre  for  Education  and  Communication,  New 
Delhi,  organized  an  international  workshop  on  'Working 
class  education',  from  7  to  10  October  1983  in  New  Delhi. 
The  objective  of  the  workshop  was  to  bring  together 
various  voluntary  groups  and  individuals  into  a  single 
forum  in  order  to  exchange  information,  share  experiences 
and  discuss  issues  and  problems  pertaining  to  this  kind 
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of  educational  programmes  so  as  to  evolve  broad  perspec¬ 
tives  towards  which  more  constructive  efforts  could  be 
directed  and  continuity  of  efforts  maintained.  The  ICSSR 
sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  6,900  for  the  workshop. 

ICSSR  SEMINAR  ON  MARX,  SCHUMPETER  AND  KEYNES 
ON  CAPITALISM 

9.17  The  ICSSR  organized  a  national  seminar  on 
’Marx,  Schumpeter,  and  Keynes  on  Capitalism  as  a  socio¬ 
economic  formation1  to  mark  the  death  centenary  of  Karl 
Marx  and  birth  centenaries  of  Joseph  Schumpeter  and  John 
Maynard  Keynes.  The  seminar  focused  on  the  methodological 
and  philosophical  perceptions  of  these  authors  along  with 
critical  evaluation  of  their  specific  contributions  in 
theory  and  policy  in  the  light  of  historical  experiences 
of  the  capitalist,  socialist,  and  developing  economies  of 
the  world.  The  ideas  of  Max  Weber  on  capitalism  were 
also  discussed  in  a  comparative  frame  as  an  alternative 
frame  of  analysis  of  the  working  of  the  capitalist 
system. 

9.18  The  broad  thematic  coverage  of  the  seminar 
comprised  the  following:  (i)  approach,  method  and  frame¬ 
work  of  analysis  of  Marx,  Schumpeter,  Keynes,  and  Weber 
on  Capitalism  as  a  socio-economic  formation  and  their 
views  on  historical  process  of  change;  (ii)  capitalist 
development  and  precapitalist  formations;  (iii)  agrarian 
changes;  (iv)  agriculture,  industries,  foreign  trade  in 
the  process  of  industrialization  and  the  issues  of  home 
market;  (v)  capitalist  movements  and  technology  transfers 
in  the  context  of  developing  countries;  (vi)  industrial 
organization  and  technological  change;  (vii)  developmen¬ 
tal  process  and  the  distribution  of  gains;  (viii)  the 
state  under  modern-day  capitalism;  and  (ix)  experiences 
of  the  socialist  world.  Twenty- five  papers  consisting  of 
two  or  three  on  each  of  the  major  themes  were  presented 
by  eminent  Indian  and  foreign  scholars.  The  key  papers  on 
each  of  the  themes  were  commented  upon  by  three  or  more 
discussants. 

9.19  The  seminar  was  held  at  Vigyan  Bhavan,  New 
Delhi,  from  28  to  31  January  1984  in  which  70  distinguis- 
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lied  social  scientists  including  those  from  abroad  parti¬ 
cipated.  The  Council  has  decided  to  publish  the  papers 
presented  in  the  seminar  in  two  volumes. 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCES 

Indian  Society  of  Gandhian  Studies,  Bihar 

9.20  The  Seventh  Annual  Conference  of  the  Indian 
Society  of  Gandhian  Studies  was  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  University  of  Bihar,  Muzaffarpur,  from  25  to  27 
November  1983  at  Muzaffarpur*  The  thematic  coverage  of 
the  conference  comprised  the  concept  of  power  and  the 
concept  of  man  in  Gandhian  thought.  About  100  delegates 
participated  in  the  conference  for  which  the  ICSSR 
sanctioned  a  grant- in  aid  of  Rs.  3,000. 

Indian  Social  Science  Congress 

9.21  The  Indian  Academy  of  Social  Science  organized 
the  Eighth  Indian  Social  Science  Congress  on  ‘Strategies 
for  Indian  development1  from  9  to  12  July  1983,  at 
Hyderabad.  The  object  was  to  discuss  the  impact/relevance 
of  India’s  strategy  of  development  and  suggest  appro¬ 
priate  strategy  of  development  for  India.  The  ICSSR 
sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000. 

The  Indian  Society  of  Labour  Economics 

9.22  The  Indian  Society  of  Labour  Economics,  orga¬ 
nized  its  Silver  Jubilee  Conference  from  21  to  23  October 
1983  at  Lucknow.  The  following  subjects  were  discussed  at 
the  conference:  (i)  Human  resources  in  economic  develop¬ 
ment;  (ii)  Rural-urban  migration;  and  (iii)  Indian  trade 
unionism  ;  recent  trends  and  emerging  patterns.  About  150 
participants  attended  the  conference.  The  ICSSR  sactioned 
a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000. 

The  Indian  Society  of  Agricultural  Economics 

9.23  The  Indian  Society  of  Agricultural  Economics 
organized  its  Forty- third  Annual  Conference,  at  Kanpur, 
from  22  to  24  December  1983.  The  following  subjects  were 
discussed  at  the  conference:  (11  Forestry  in  the  national 
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economy;  (ii)  Rural  industrialization;  and  (iii)  Factor 
shares  in  Indian  agriculture*  The  conference  was  attended 
by  about  400  delegates  from  all  over  India  and  abroad. 
The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

The  Indian  Society  of  Criminology 

9.24  The  Department  of  Sociology,  Rani  Durgawati 
Vishwavidyalaya,  Jabalpur,  organized  the  Fifteenth  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Indian  Society  of  Criminology,  at 
Jabalpur,  from  30  December  1983  to  1  January  1984.  The 
themes  discussed  were:  (i)  Sentencing  by  the  court;  (ii) 
Women  and  crime;  (iii)  Smuggling;  and  (iv)  Open  panel. 
About  250  participants  comprising  criminologists,  socio¬ 
logists,  jurists,  Supreme  Court  and  High  Court  judges, 
police  officials  and  others  from  all  over  the  country 
attended  the  conference  for  which  the  ICSSR  sanctioned  a 
grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000.

November  1983,  at  New  Delhi.  The  conference  was  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  UNESCO,  Paris;  UNICEF,  Regional  office, 
New  Delhi;  International  Association  for  Childfs  Right  to 
Play  (PA),  Sweden;  National  Institute  of  Public  Coopera¬ 
tion  and  Child  Development,  New  Delhi;  and  the  India 
Internationl  Centre,  New  Delhi.  About  150  participants 
attended  the  conference  from  Africa,  Asia  and  Europe,  for 
which  the  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000. 

The  Indian  Association  for  the  Study  of  Population 

9.26  The  Indian  Association  for  the  Study  of  Popula¬ 
tion  organized  its  Ninth  Annual  Conference,  at  Jaipur, 
from  22  to  26  December  1983.  The  main  theme  of  the  confe¬ 
rence  was  ‘Planning  for  human  resource  development1.  The 
following  topics  were  discussed  in  the  conference:  (i) 
Health  for  all  by  2000  :  myth  or  reality;  and  (ii)  Migra¬ 
tion  and  population  re-distribution:  determinants  and 
consequences.  The  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs, 
5,000. 
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Comparative  Indian  Literature 

9.27  The  Comparative  Indian  Literature  Association, 
in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Modern  Indian 
Language,  University  of  Delhi,  organized  an  all-India 
conference  on  ’Comparative  Indian  literature’  in  the 
first  week  of  January  1984.  The  seminar  addressed  itself 
to  questions  relating  to  ‘equating  the  national  character 
of  literature  and  international  ideologies  on  the  percep¬ 
tion  and  transformation  of  the  aesthetic  experience  of  a 
given  people  in  a  given  age,  etc.  The  major  focus  of  the 
seminar  was  to  analyse  relations  between  literature  and 
social  sciences  particularly  history  and  sociology. 
Eminent  scholars,  particularly  from  the  fields  of  litera¬ 
ture  and  sociology  participated  in  the  conference  for 
which  the  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  4,000.

LIBRARY 

The  Centre's  library  procured  685  books  during  the 
year  1983-84,  Over  810  books,  theses  and  unpublished 
dissertations  were  also  received  as  donation  from  Dr, 
A.R.  Desai,  Bombay,  and  Rajkot  Jilla  Pustakalaya,  Rajkot, 
At  present  the  Centre’s  library  has  a  total  collection  of 
11,511  volumes  including  bound  periodicals.

SEMINARS 

In  collaboration  with  the  South  Gujarat  University, 
Surat,  and  the  Chhatra  Yuva  Sangharsh  Vahini,  Surat,  the 
Centre  organized  a  seminar  on  'Slum  dwellers  and  city 
planning',  on  17  September  1983.  About  50  persons  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  seminar.  They  included  planners,  munici¬ 
pal  corporators,  researchers,  and  public  activists.  A 
working  paper  on  socio-economic  condition  of  the  slum- 
dwellers  and  their  problems  in  Surat  was  discussed. 

On  16  and  17  December  1983  a  seminar  was  organized  on 
'Social  reform  in  Gujarat;  direction,  problems  and  reme¬ 
dies'.  The  seminar  discussed  various  reform  activities  in 
Gujarat  over  150  years  in  the  context  of  the  social  and 
political  forces.  Eighteen  papers  were  presented.  Parti¬ 
cipants  included  historians,  sociologists,  political 
scientists,  journalists,  social  reformers,  and  political 
activists. 

The  Centre  organized  a  one  day  seminar  on  7  January 
1984  on  'Tribal  education  in  Gujarat'.  The  seminar 
discussed  the  following  points;  a  century  of  tribal  edu¬ 
cation  in  Gujarat,  a  profile  of  education  among  the 
tribals,  location  of  primary  schools  in  tribal  areas, 
drop-out  and  wastage  in  primary  education,  social  class 
awareness  and  educational  attainments  of  tribals,  and 
education  among  tribal  women  in  Gujarat. 

TRAINING  PROGRAMMES 

The  Centre  has  its  own  ORG-330-2  computer  with  64K 
memory.  To  help  the  social  scientists  of  this  region  to 
process  their  data  and  acquaint  them  with  the  basics  of 
computer  science,  the  Centre  organized  a  training 
programme  from  25  April  1983  to  7  May  1983  on  FORTRAN 
language  and  its  applications  in  social  science  research. 
The  participants  included  doctoral  and  pre-doctoral 
students,  and  university  teachers  engaged  in  survey 
research.  Course  instructors  were  S.R.  Thakore,  Gujarat 
Institute  of  Informatics,  Ahmedabad,  and  Mr.  N.K.  Nij ha- 
wan,  Director,  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research, 
New  Delhi.  The  course  included  a  short  introduction  to 
the  structure  of  the  computer,  its  input-output  devices, 
and  introduction  to  machine  language,  flow  charting,  and 
a  fully  intensive  training  on  FORTRAN  language  with 
practicals. 
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COMPUTER  APPLICATIONS  IN  93CIAL  SCIENCES 

The  Centre  designed  a  course  on  Computer  Applications 
in  Social  Sciences,  which  attempted  to  impart  technical 
skills  for  designing  and  using  computer  programme 
routines  for  analysing  social  science  data  in  various 
ways*  The  orientation  of  the  training  programme  was  not 
on  the  lines  of  usual  research  methodology  training 
programmes  where  merely  certain  statistical  techniques 
are  taught,  but  to  expose  the  participants  to  the 
computer  processing,  fundamentals  of  computers,  basic 
requirements  for  proper  processing  of  data  and  to  provide 
a  general  idea  about  the  organization  and  quantification 
of  data  and  statistical  methods*  The  Centre  has  its  own 
computer*  The  workshop  was  not  confined  to  theoretical 
lectures,  but  included  interaction  with  the  computer*  The 
course  was  organized  between  9  and  28  January  1984  for  15 
participants  from  different  parts  of  India  and  from 
different  social  science  disciplines*

Most  of  the  members  of  the  academic  staff  of  the 
Centre  continued  their  part-time  teaching  assignments 
with  the  University  of  Calcutta  and  the  Indian  Institute 
of  Management,  Calcutta. 

To  provide  a  regular  basis  for  discussions  among 
research  students  and  supervisors  from  various  discip¬ 
lines  on  specific  problems  relating  to  their  disserta¬ 
tions,  the  Centre  has  started  organizing  a  Research 
Seminar  Programme.  Participants  include  those  working  on 
their  Ph.D.  dissertations  with  supervisors  attached  to 
the  CSSSC.

Professor  Satish  Chandra,  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University, 
New  Delhi,  delivered  the  S.G.  Deuskar  Lectures  in  Septem¬ 
ber  1983  on  'The  Nature  of  the  state  in  India  during  17th 
and  18th  centuries:  the  case  of  the  Mughals,  the 
Marathas,  the  Rajputs,  and  other  Riyasats'.

LIBRARY 

The  Centre  added  494  volumes  of  books  to  the  library 
during  the  year  bringing  the  total  acquisition  to  79,969. 
Out  of  this  year's  acquisition,  73  volumes  have  been 
received  as  gift  from  various  institutions,  individuals, 
and  the  departments  of  West  Bengal  Government  and  the 
Government  of  India.  Altogether,  119  journals  were  subs¬ 
cribed  to,  of  which  59  are  published  from  India  and  60 
abroad.  Apart  from  renewals,  six  journals  were  added  to 
the  subscription  list  of  the  library  during  this  year. 
Another  35  journals  were  received  as  gift  or  on  exchange 
basis;  189  bound  back  volumes  have  been  added  during  the 
year.  One  hundred  and  seventy-three  items  of  non-book 
material  (viz.  report,  reprint,  seminar  paper,  documenta¬ 
tion  list,  etc.)  have  been  accessioned.  Acquisition 
policy  of  the  library  has  been  as  in  previous  years,  to 
concentrate  mainly  on  journals,  current  government 
reports  and  recent  books  on  selected  areas  of  social 
sciences. 

Services  like  preparation  of  ad  hoc  bibliographies, 
newspaper  clippings,  inter-library  loan,  reprographic  and 
reference  work  were  maintained.  Retrospective  indexing  of 
the  following  journals  were  continued  during  this  year, 
(i)  'Economic  and  Political  Weekly1,  (ii)  'Indian  Econo¬ 
mic  and  Social  History  Review',  and  (iii)  'Social  Scien¬ 
tist', 

As  in  previous  years,  services  were  also  extended  to 
the  scholars  doing  their  doctoral  and  post-doctoral 
research  in  Calcutta  and  neighbouring  districts.  The 
external  scholars  mostly  used  journals  and  microfilm 
holdings  of  the  library. 

The  library  has  established  exchange  programme  with 
the  Institute  of  Developing  Economics,  Tokyo,  Japan,  and 
the  Vienna  Institute  for  Development,  Vienna,  Austria, 
during  the  year.

Consultancy  and  guidance  to  assist  students  and 
teachers  engaged  in  empirical  research  is  provided  at  the 
institutional  level  under  the  ICSSR  consultancy  service 
and  at  the  individiaal  level.  Under  the  ICSSR  scheme, 
seven  scholars  availed  of  the  consultancy  services  during 
the  year. 

Besides  serving  on  the  governing  bodies  of  several 
research  institutions,  some  of  the  Centre's  faculty  are 
providing  consultancy  to  government  departments, 
voluntary  agencies  and  the  UN  agencies,  e.g.  UNU,  UNESCO, 
and  UNICEF. 

The  Survey  Research  and  Training  Centre  (SRTC),  a 
joint  facility  run  by  the  Centre  and  the  Council  for 
Social  Development,  with  financial  assistance  from  the 
ICSSR  and  the  Danish  Development  Agency,  was  set  up  last 
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year.  From  this  year,  it  has  started  providing  help  to 
scholars  engaged  in  survey  research  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  SRTCo  Two  such  courses,  each  of  15  days’  duration, 
were  organized  during  the  year.

A  panel  discussion  on  'Socio-economic  development 
planning  in  India:  retrospect  and  prospects'  was 
organized  by  the  Council's  Hyderabad  branch  in  January 
1984  at  Hyderabad* 

TRAINING  PROGRAMMES 

The  Council's  Southern  Regional  Office,  Hyderabad, 
conducted  a  series  of  Short-Term  Orientation  Courses  for 
the  'Project  Officers  and  Community  Organizers  working  in 
the  Urban  Community  Development  Cell  of  the  Municipal 
Corporation,  Hyderabad,  during  March  1 984.  Short-term 
courses  were  also  conducted  for  the  Basti  Sahayaks  and 
social  workers.  The  training  material  used  in  these 
courses  has  since  been  printed  in  a  booklet  form  for  use 
in  future  courses. 

Under  Danida-SRTC  two  training  courses  have  been 
organized  during  April  1983  to  March  1984.  The  first,  a 
Foundation  Course  in  Survey  Methods  for  Ph.D,  students 
and  research  staff  working  in  various  institutions  and 
government  agencies  was  held  during  May-June  1 983.  The 
second,  on  Survey  Research  Methods  relevant  and  useful  in 
conducting  studies  in  Rural  Development  was  held  during 
November-December  1983.  The  ICSSR  had  released  Rs. 
70,000  during  1983-84  towards  meeting  part  of  the  expen¬ 
ses  on  the  training  courses. 

Work  on  Data  Repository  is  also  progressing.  The 
Equipment  Sub-Committee  constituted  by  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  of  Dariida-SRTC  to  look  into  the  question  of 
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acquiring  hardware  for  the  SRTC  has  been  able  to  identify 
the  likely  suppliers  after  a  thorough  bench-mark  survey 
of  their  systems.  A  formal  decision  about  the  purchase 
of  the  computer  system  is  likely  to  be  taken  shortly. 

ADVISORY  SERVICES 

The  data  processing  unit  of  the  Council  has  been 
providing  computer  programming  and  data  analysis  facili¬ 
ties  to  research  scholars  coming  from  various  universi¬ 
ties  and  research  institutes.  During  the  year  1983-84 
the  'Council  extended  such  facilities  to  over  50  Ph.D. 
students'  and  helped  them  in  their  data  analysis  work* 

SOUTHERN  REGIONAL  OFFICE,  HYDERABAD 

Dr.  K.S.  Bhat,  Joint  Director  (Regional)  has  continued 
to  look  after  the  Hyderabad  office,  besides  guiding  and 
supervising  the  projects/studies  conducted  there. 
Professor  V.  Jagannadham  and  Shri  V.N.  Murti  have  been 
associated  as  Honorary  Consultants  in  the  regional 
office.  The  Executive  Chairman  and  Hon.  Director,  Dr.  B, 
Venkatappiah,  during  his  visits  to  Hyderabad,  has  been 
providing  overall  guidance  and  direction  to  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  regional  office  at  Hyderabad. 

The  library  set  up  at  Hyderabad,  with  the  help  of  the 
ICSSR  grant,  has  been  further  expanded  through  purchase 
of  more  books.  A  number  of  important  journals  have  also 
been  subscribed. 

STATE  BANK  OF  INDIA  CHAIR 

The  State  Bank  of  India  has  instituted  a  Chair  in 
’Institutional  Finance  and  Rural  Development’  at  the 
Council’s  Southern  Regional  Office  with  an  endowment  of 
Rs.  9.38  lakhs.  This  amount  will  be  held  in  a  Five-year 
Term  Deposit  Account  yielding  an  annual  interest  of  Rs. 
1.00  lakh  and  would  be  utilized  towards  appointment  of  a 
professorial  level  person  aid  other  supporting  staff  for 
conducting  an  on-going  project  broadly  covering  the  above 
area. 

OVERSEAS  DEVELOPMENT  ADMLNI STRATION  PROJECT 

The  Overseas  Development  Administration  (ODA)  of  UK 
has  sanctioned  ’Hyderabad  Slum  Improvement’  project  to 
upgrade  207  slums  in  the  twin  cities  of  Hyderabad  and 
Secunderabad.  These  cover  a  population  of  2.50  lakhs. 
The  Municipal  Corporation  of  Hyderabad  had  identified  CSD 
as  the  organization  to  conduct  evaluation  including  case 
studies,  monitoring,  and  training  of  personnel  engaged  in 
the  programme  at  the  levels.

GANDHIAN  INSTITUTE  OF  STUDIES 
VARANASI 


The  main  thrust  of  the  Institute’s  research  centres 
upon  broadly  those  problems,  both  substantive  and  empiri¬ 
cal,  which  were  the  concern  of  Mahatma  Gandhi.  It  is 
reflected  in  the  research  papers,  articles,  projects  and 
seminars  that  the  members  of  the  faculty  undertake  from 
time  to  time.  During  the  year,  the  main  emphasis  has  been 
on  violence,  rural  development,  centre-state  relations, 
secularism,  weaker  sections,  peasantry,  and  panchayats.

IMPORTANT  EVENTS 

A  national  level  J.P,  Naik  Seminar  sponsored  by  the 
ICSSR  on  'Integration  of  education  with  development',  was 
held  from  17  to  1 9  September  1 983.  The  purpose  was  to 
involve  educationists  and  social  scientists  in  preparing 
broad  guidelines  for  the  activities  of  the  J.P.  Naik 
Centre  for  Education  and  Development. 

Tire  construction  of  the  J.P.  Naik  Bhavan  at  the  Kalina 
Campus  of  the  University  of  Bombay  was  completed  during 
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the  year.  This  building  houses  the  Institute's  G.D.  Farikh 
Centre  for  Educational  Studies,  Bom&ay.

Verghese,  Lecturer,  left  during  the  year.  Dr.  V.D.  Desh- 
pande  joined  as  Professor.

RESEARCH 

The  Universal  Primary  Education  Project  conducted  in 
about  100  villages  in  Pune  district,  covers  a  population 
of  about  1,  25,000,  and  has  enrolled  4,500  children  in 
the  age  group  9-14,  of  whom  nearly  3,000  are  girls.  Their 
post-elementary  education  is  now  being  designed  with 
emphasis  on  income  generation,  health,  nutrition,  and 
child-care. 

Social  Science  and  Social  Actions  is  an  innovative 
programme  launched  to  bring  together  social  scientists 
and  those  involved  in  social  act  ion- individuals  or  volun¬ 
tary  agencies- for  initial  interaction  and  understanding. 
Action-areas  with  positive  educational  content  were 
selected,  mainly  in  relation  to  equality  and  development 
which  are  the  main  concerns  of  the  Institute. 

For  Regional  Educational  Studies  the  Marathwada  region 
-  seven  districts  in  all  -  of  Maharashtra  state  has  been 
selected.  In  collaboration  with  an  institute  in  Auranga¬ 
bad,  surveys  of  colleges,  junior  colleges,  secondary 
schools,  primary  schools  have  been  completed.  A  survey  of 
vocational  education  in  Marathwada  and  a  study  of  the 
problems  of  scheduled  caste  students  in  Marathwada  is  in 
progress. 

The  project  'Educational  Reform  in  India,  1921-80* 
consists  of  a  review  of  educational  reform  in  India, 
through  critical  study  of  crucial  reforms  by  means  of 
case-studies  commissioned  from  social  scientists  and 
educationists  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  Awareness  Programme  for  Collegiate  Students  and 
Teachers  included  four-fold  activities,  namely,  study 
groups  of  students  to  discuss  matters  of  social  and 
national  importance,  regular  participation  in  some  social 
activity  around  the  colleges,  visit  to  socially-oriented 
projects  and  a  three-day  camp  to  undertake  some  small 
projects  around  the  college.  Fifty  colleges  from  all  over 
the  state  have  been  voluntarily  participating  in  the 
project,  A  set  of  12  booklets  related  to  the  project  have 
been  published  during  the  year. 

Teacher  Development  is  an  extens ion-cum-action 
research  programme  undertaken  as  part  of  the  Institute's 
programme  for  the  improvement  of  elementary  education  in 
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rural  areas.  The  problems  of  society  and  of  Indian  educa¬ 
tion,  community  participation,  non- formal  approaches  to 
school  organization  and  the  teaching- learning  process, 
education  and  rural  development,  the  teachers'  role  in 
social  change,  were  some  of  the  topics  that  were  discus¬ 
sed  with  groups  of  rural  teachers. 

Centre  for  the  Application  of  Science  and  Technology 
to  Rural  Development  (CASTFORD) "  through  its  own  staff 
and  through  organizations  with  similar  objectives,  tries 
to  spread  science  and  technology  for  the  benefit  of  rural 
areas.  The  Centre  places  emphasis  on  the  redirection  of 
women’s  energy,  energy  saving  and  energy  development, 
nutrition  and  food-technology,  and  health  and  sanitation, 
Vidnyan  Ashram  was  started  in  1982  at  Pabal,  a  village 
about  65  kilometres  from  Pune,  to  conduct  experimental 
programmes  in  non- formal  science  education  for  rural 
development.  The  programmes  include  training  the  commu¬ 
nity  to  tap  and  use  water  resources  scientifically, 
improve  food  production  and  nutrition  levels,  promote 
social  forestry,  improve  health  and  sanitation,  and 
develop  small-scale  industry,

SILVER  JUBILEE  YEAR 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  launching  of  the 
Silver  Jubilee  Celebrations  of  the  Institute.  The  inau¬ 
gural  function  of  the  celebrations  was  held  at  the  Insti¬ 
tute  on  16  November  1983,  Smt,  Indira  Gandhi,  Prime 
Minister  who  was  the  Chief  Guest,  expressed  her  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  work  done  by  the  Institute  'in  providing 
intellectual  support  to  the  great  task  of  development 
which  our  nation  has  undertaken',  Shri  G,  Parthasarathi, 
Chairman,  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research,

The  Thirteenth  Meeting  of  Social  Scientists  from,  the 
Southern  States  was  held  at  the  Institute  on  10  and  11 
December  1983.  The  meeting  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Institute  and  the  Southern  Regional  Centre  of  the  [CSSR 
was  attended  by  20  participants  drawn  from  eight  discip¬ 
lines  in  the  social  sciences.  The  meeting  discussed  the 
Review  Paper  on  'Teaching  and  Research  in  Economics  in 
South  Indian  Universities’  prepared  by  CX  Kurien  and  a 
’Survey  of  the  Ph.D.  Programmes  in  Social  Sciences  in 
South  Indian  Universities’,  prepared  by  B.A.V,  Sharma, 
and  P,  Satyanarayana.  One  of  the  major  findings  was  the 
rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  Ph.Ds  awarded  in  recent 
years. 

Under  the  Fourteenth  Census  of  Social  Science  Research 
programme,  the  total  number  of  entries  recorded  this  year 
was  422  which  was  less  than  last  year’s  record  number  of 
470  and  456  recorded  in  the  Twelfth  Census.  The  state- 
wise  distribution  of  research  recorded  was  rather  uneven. 
The  entries  numbered  192  for  Tamil  Nadu,  91  for  Andhra* 
79  for  Karnataka  and  60  for  Kerala. 

The  Fourteenth  Interdisciplinary  Research  Methodology 
Workshop  was  attended  by  26  participants  from  20  univer¬ 
sities,  two  colleges  and  three  research  institutes  in  the 
southern  states*  For  the  second  year  in  succession,  the 
main  theme  of  the  workshop  was  ’Urban  problems’. 

Under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Institute  and  the 
Institute  for  Financial  Management  and  Research,  a 
special  seminar  was  held  in  February  1983  to  discuss  the 
Economic  Advisory  Council’s  proposal  on  decentralized 
planning.  A  second  discussion  on  this  subject  was 
organized  in  the  Institute  in  July  when  Dr.  K.N.  Raj, 
member,  Economic  Advisory  Council  was  also  present.  These 
seminars  were  attended  by  the  officials  of  the  state 
government  and  members  of  the  State  Planning  Commission 
apart  from  scholars  from  the  two  Institutes  and  other 
academics.

Audit  Report  on  the  ICSSR  for  1983-84 


1 .  GENERAL 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  is 
financed  mainly  by  grants  from  the  Government  of 
India.  During  1983-84  it  received  grants  amounting 
to  Rs.  312.38  lakhs. 

2*  COMMENTS  ON  ACCOUNTS 

2.1  Status  of  Centres  and  Incomplete  Accounts 

The  Society  had  not  yet  determined  the  status  of  the 
Regional  and  State  Centres  where  records  had  not  been 
audited  yet.  Payments  amounting  to  Rs.25.85  lakhs 
made  to  these  Centres  were  debited  to  the  final  head 
'grants-in-aid*  during  1983-84.  Neither  the  accounts 
of  this  amount  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  audit 
nor  the  transaction  of  income,  expenditure  and  posi¬ 
tion  of  assets  and  liabilities  of  these  Centres  were 
incorporated  in  the  annual  accounts  of  the  Council* 
The  remittance  made  during  last  5  years  ending  March 
1984  amounted  to  Rs.94.73  lakhs.  The  Council  stated 
(January  1985)  that  a  Committee  had  been  appointed  to 
go  into  the  question  regarding  the  status  of  the 
Regional  Centres. 

2.2  Incomplete  Records  of  Assets 

(i)  Land  and  Buildings  (Rs.17.28  lakhs) 

The  Council  had  not  maintained  any  records  to 
show  the  particulars  of  lands  and  buildings, 
their  location,  area  of  land,  value,  etc.  The 
documents  relating  to  the  lease  deed/sale  deed, 
completion  certificates  for  the  buildings  etc. 
were  also  not  produced  to  audit.  The  Council 
stated  (January  1985)  that  this  amount  represen¬ 
ted  cost  of  building  up  to  1976-77  of  Western 
Regional  Centre  and  the  matter  regarding  lease 
deeds  and  completion  reports  of  buildings  is 
engaging  its  attention. 

(ii)  Furniture  and  Equipment  (Rs.  31.20  lakhs) 

In  most  of  the  cases,  the  values  (cost)  had  not 
been  recorded  in  the  Registers  of  Dead  Stock

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Reply  of  the  ICSSR 


The  accounts  of  each  of  the  Regional  Centres  are  kept  and 
maintained  in  the  Regional  Centre  itself.  The  Regional 
Centres  at  Bombay,  Hyderabad,  and  Chandigarh  are  receiv¬ 
ing  grants  from  the  State  Governments  concerned  also. 
The  annual  accounts  of  the  Regional  Centres  are  audited 
and  certified  by  the  statutory  auditors  of  the  associated 
Institution  and  are  duly  received  by  the  ICSSR. 

The  question  of  incorporating  these  accounts  in  the  ICSSR 
Annual  Accounts  would  have  to  await  the  report  of  the 
Sub-Committee  set  up  by  the  Council  to  advise  it  regard¬ 
ing  the  status  of  the  Regional  Centres.  The  Sub-commit¬ 
tee  has  met  once  and  is  expected  to  submit  its  report  to 
the  Council  soon. 


The  amount  relates  to  the  buildings  of  the  ICSSR  Western 
Regional  Centre.  The  relevant  records  of  the  buildings 
are  being  duly  maintained  at  the  Western  Regional  Centre, 
located  at  the  Vidya  Nagari  Campus  of  the  Bombay  Univer¬ 
sity.  The  land  on  which  these  buildings  have  been  built, 
belongs  to  the  University  of  Bombay. 


Action  is  being  taken  in  this  regard. 
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with  the  result  that  the  value  of  Rs.  31.20 
lakhs  shown  in  the  Balance  Sheet  in  respect  of 
furniture  and  equipment  was  not  susceptible  of 
verification.  The  value  of  assets  as  per 
registers  was  not,  therefore,  reconcilable  with 
the  balance  as  reflected  in  the  annual  accounts. 
In  respect  of  items  where  value  (cost)  had  been 
recorded  in  the  Register  of  Dead  Stock,  the 
total  cost  worked  out  to  Rs.  18.38  lakhs  only. 

(Iii)  Library  books  (Rs.11.90  lakhs) 

Totals  of  items  of  purchases  in  the  accession 
registers  were  not  worked  out,  totally  the  total 
with  the  figures  shown  in  the  Balance  Sheet.  No 
physical  verification  of  the  books  had  also  been 
conducted  since  1969. 

(a)  The  Council  had  also  been  receiving  a  large 
number  of  books  and  journals  some  of  them  of 
durable  use  as  free  gifts  from  other  organiza¬ 
tions  and.  foreign  countries,  but  their  value  was 
not  incorporated  in  the  balance  sheet. 


(iv)  Priced  Publications  (RS.23.59  Lakhs) 

Against  the  value  of  its  priced  publications 
shown  in  the  Balance  Sheet  at  Rs.23.59  lakhs, 
the  value  of  stock  of  publications  lying  with 
the  Council  and  its  publishers /distributors  was 
Rs.16.96  lakhs.  The  difference  of  Rs.6.63  lakhs 
remained  unexplained, 

2,3  Outstanding  Utilization  Certificates  in  respect  of 
Fellowships  and  Contingent  Grants 
The  Council,  with  a  view  to  promoting  social  science 
research,  awards  fellowships /pays  contingent-grants 
for  doctoral  and  post-doctoral  studies,  1  ,940  such 
awards  were  made  up  to  31st  March  1984,  to  the  candi¬ 
dates  on  the  basis  of  fellowship  grant  rules  framed 
by  the  Council.  The  approval  of  the  Government  was 
not  obtained  so  far  to  the  fellowship  grant  rules 
although  this  was  required  under  Rule  23  of  the 
,  Council’s  Rules,

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Action  is  being  taken  for  totalling  the  items  of  pur¬ 
chases  entered  in  the  Accession  Register.  The-  physical 
verification  of  the  books  etc.,  in  the  library  will  be 
undertaken  soon.  Sample  checks  have,  however,  been 
carried  out  every  year. 

It  is  not  possible  to  assess  the  value  in  rupees  of  gift 
publications  received  by  the  Council,  since  in  a  large 
number  of  cases,  the  value  of  the  publications  received 
as  gift  by  the  Council  is  not  indicated  by  the 
publishers.  Publications  received  as  gifts  are,  however, 
accessioned  and  kept  in  the  Library.  Since  the  price  is 
not  indicated  in  most  cases,  it  cannot  be  reflected  in 
the  balance  sheet. 


Efforts  are  bing  made  to  ascertain  the  correct  value  of 
the  stock  of  publications  lying  both  with  the  publishers 
and  distributors  from  whom  the  ICSSR  has  called  for 
statements  of  the  latest  position.  The  intention  is  to 
identify  reasons  and  factors  responsible  for  the 
difference  of  Rs.  6.63  lakhs. 


The  question  of  the  approval  of  the  Rules  framed  by  the 
ICSSR  in  respect  of  its  scheme  of  fellowships  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  Government  of  India.  It  may  be  empha¬ 
sized  that  the  ICSSR  Scheme  of  Fellowships  envisages 
among  others,  the  grant  of  Short-term  doctoral  fellow¬ 
ships,  doctoral  fellowships,  and  contingency  grants. 
Short-term  doctoral  fellowships  (not  exceeding  twelve 
months)  and  contingency  grants  are  given  quite  often  at 
the  stage  of  field  work  by  the  doctoral  scholars.  They 
may  take  four  years  or  more  to  complete  their  disserts- 
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Further,  out  of  1  ,621  cases  in  which  final  reports 
had  fallen  due,  reports  in  1 ,262  cases  involving 
expenditure  of  Rs,1 17.19  lakhs  had  not  yet  been 
received  (November  1984)  and  year-wise  break-up  of 
these  was  not  available. 


2.4  Outstanding  Utilization  Certificate 

(a)  The  Council  had  been  providing  financial  assis¬ 
tance  to  various  institutions  for  research 
projects,  which  had  significant  social  science 
orientation,  as  per  rules  framed  by  it.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  rule  23  of  the  Memorandum  of  Association 
of  the  Council,  the  rules  should  have  been  got 
approved  by  the  Government,  Necessary  approval 
had  not  been  obtained  as  yet  (November  1984). 

(b)  Grants  given,  are  to  be  utilized  within  2  years 
or  before  the  completion  of  the  projects  which¬ 
ever  is  earlier.  However,  out  of  grants  of 
Rs.141.18  lakhs  given  up  to  March  1982  for  1,266 
research  projects,  utilization  certificates  for 
Rs.45.58  lakhs  are  awaited  (November  1984). 
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tions*  Since  our  grants  in  the  case  of  short-term 
doctoral  fellows  are  for  a  maximum  period  of  twelve 
months,  one  cannot  know  the  position  with  regard  to  the 
submission/award  of  Ph.D.  degrees.  The  same  applies  to 
contingency  grants.  Of  the  1940  awards  till  31  March 
1982,  1,099  related  to  short-term  fellowships  (315)  and 
contingency  grants  (784),  where  a  formal  report  should 
not  have  been  expected.  It  is  proposed  to  change  the 
conditions  in  the  sanction  letters  wherein  the  require¬ 
ment  of  the  report  would  be  deleted.  The  scholars  would 
be  requested  to  only  inform  the  Council  about 
submission/award  to  the  Ph.D.  Degrees. 

The  scheme  with  regard  to  full  time  doctoral  fellowships 
has  been  continuously  under  review.  Communications  are 
sent  to  the  scholars  and  their  supervisors.  In  case  of 
regular  doctoral  fellows,  the  scholars  are  requested  to 
provide  a  copy  of  the  Ph.D.  thesis  once  it  has  been 
accepted  by  the  University  concerned.  Urgent  attention 
is  being  given  to  getting  the  reports  from  the  scholars 
who  have  completed  their  senior  general,  post-doctoral, 
young  social  scientist  or  doctoral  fellowship* 


The  question  of  seeking  the  approval  to  the  rules  framed 
by  the  Council  in  respect  of  Research  Grants  Scheme  has 
been  taken  up  with  the  Government  of  India. 


The  term  of  most  of  the  research  projects  is  ordinarily 
two  years.  Most  major  projects  and  research  programmes 
have,  however,  been  sanctioned  for  longer  periods  in  some 
cases,  five  years.  With  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Council,  the  period  for  completion  of  the  projects  may  be 
extended.  The  periods  vary  considerably  from  project  to 
project.  Grants  given  are  however  to  be  utilized  during 
the  period  officially  approved  for  the  research  projects. 
The  position  with  regard  to  receipt  of  utilization  certi¬ 
ficates  for  research  project  has  improved  significantly. 
The  Council  continues  to  intensify  its  effort  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  number  of  outstanding  utilization  certificates

The  ICSSR  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Ford 
Foundation  in  October  1979,  under  which  the  Foundation 
agreed  to  provide  a  sum  of  $250,000  (the  balance  of  the 
grant  of  $11,50,000  of  which  $900,000  were  made  available 
and  fully  utilized  during  1973-74  to  1978-79)  over  a 
three- year  period,  1979-82,  by  way  of  support  for 
scholarly  exchange,  joint  seminars,  and  collaborative 
research  between  Indian  and  foreign  social  scientists* 
The  period  of  the  grant  was  extended  up  to  30  September 
1984,
